AT WHAT IS BICHROMATE OF 
SODA DUTIABLE? 


The decision rendered last October 
by Judge McKenna of the United 
States Circuit Court, against a Phila- 
delphia firm of bichromate of soda im- 
porters, has raised a controversy of 
considerable magnitude and a number 
of suits have been brought by New 
York and Boston importers to recover 
what they claim to be excess of duties 
paid under this decision. It will be 
remembered that the Philadelphia 
case was on an appeal from a decision 
of the Treasury Department fixing the 
duty under the similitude clause at 
three cents per pound, the same as bi- 
chromate of potash. The importers 
claimed that bichromate of soda is an 
unenumerated chemical salt, and as 
such is dutiable at the rate of twenty- 
five per cent. ad valorem. They fur- 
ther claimed that the fact that it is 
used as a substitute for bichromate of 
potash is no reason why it should be 
subjected to the same rate of duty. 
The importers stand on the same 
ground in the suits brought here. One 
of these cases has been placed on the 
calender of the April term of the 
United States Circuit Court and will 
probably be reached the second week 
in that month. The decision in this 
case will settle all the others as they 
embody the same points. The ques- 
tion is one of great interest to the dye- 
stuffs and color trades, which consume

ported; as a favorable decision will no 
doubt be of material benefit to them 
in the way of reduced prices. On the 
other hand, a decision favoring the 
bichromate of soda importers would 
affect adversely the bichromate of pot- 
ash industry as the soda salt is largely 
used as a substitute for the bichro- 
mate of potash, and a reduction of 
duty would tend to extend the use of 
the first-named to the increased detri- 
ment of the latter. 
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WHITE LEAD TO BE SOLD ONLY 
FOR PROMPT DELIVERY. 


The white lead corroders of the coun- 
try met in special session on Wednes- 
day last to adjust differences growing 
out of an alleged infringement of the 
rules of the national association. While 
the recent meeting in New York was 
attended apparently with the best re- 
sults, it would seem that the under- 
standing then arrived at was not suf- 
ficiently clear to prevent complica- 
tions such as that which necessitated 
the call for a meeting last week. The 
question which called the corroders 
together last Wednesday was the defi- 
nition of the term ‘‘sales for future 
delivery.” The dispute was confined 
exclusively to the West, the eastern 
corroders having for a long time past 
acted with perfect harmony. From 
reports of the meeting we learn that 
certain Cincinnati and Chicago corro- 
ders placing a liberal construction 
upon the rule governing deliveries, had 
accepted orders for delivery after April 
1st prox, supposing that as the buyers 
had paid for the lead when purchased 
the sales were equivalent to sales 
for prompt delivery. A St. Louis cor- 
roder interpreting the rule more liter- 
ally decided that this was practically a 
cut in prices, and resolved upon adopt- 
ing a similar course of action. Had he 
followed this plan it would probably 
have caused a disruption of the asso- 
ciation and to prevent so undesirable 
an event the meeting was called. 

The results of the meeting prove that 
the National White Lead Association 
is really a stronger organization than 
has been generally supposed, and also 
show that prompt attention to indi- 
vidual complaints is the surest way to 
prevent serious misunderstandings 
which would hamper the association 
and might possibly lead to the termi- 


between the corroders, The meeting 
at which there was a very full repre- 
sentation, was called early in the 
morning and a few hours work sufficed 
to bring about a satisfactory settle- 
ment of the question at issue, and to 
provide means of preventing a repeti 
tion. Perfect harmony prevailed 
throughout the session and the unani- 
mous sentiment was in 
promptly adjusting the misunder- 
standing. In fact when it was known 
that the trouble was the result of a 
misconception of the terms of the 
agreement regarding deliveries, the 
complainant desired to withdraw the 
complaint. Fortunately he was not 
permitted to do so, for had 
the matter been dropped without 
proper inquiry it might have been 
taken as a precedent, to the ultimate 
detriment of the integrity of the asso- 
ciation. After the matter had -been 
carefully considered, it was resolved to 
remove whatever temptation there 
may have existed to misinterpret the 
rule affecting deliveries to April1 by 
striking it out at once instead of -wait- 
ing until the date named, when it 
would have expired by limitation. 
Thus, from the date of this meeting, 
March 24, instead of from April 1, no 
further sales of white lead for future 
delivery will be permitted under any 
circumstances, or, in other words, the 
understanding now is that lead bought 
hereafter must be delivered at once in 
order to constitute a sale in accord- 
ance with the rules and intention of 
the association, 


favor of 
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By t the dropping of the rule permit- 
tidg sales for future deliverieg a pro- 
lifie source of disputes and apparent 
infringement of the intention of the 
association will be done away with. 
No doubt buyers will be inconven- 
ienced to some extent, as it has long 
been their practice to purchase and 
pay for lead to be delivered at their 
option, but they will soon accommo- 
date themselves to the change, and in 
the end it will be better for all inter- 
ested.

A RETROSPECTIVE VIEW OF THE 
DRUG MARKET. 


On another page of this issue we 
publish the advance sheets of Mr. D. 
C. Robbins’ annual report on the drug 
market, which was prepared for the 
New York Chamber of Commerce. It 
contains considerable solid food for 
reflection, especially on the two lead- 
ing articles of the drug market, which 
have received careful attention at his 
hands. Quinine reached a point last 
year never before known, and the fluc- 
tuations were thirty cents per ounce— 
a remarkable fact. The im- 
portations of quinine and bark into 
the United States last year were the 
heaviest for flve years, but the twelve 
months of 1885 show an important de- 
crease in the arrivals, sales and stock 
of bark in London. Reference is made 
to the efforts of American quinine 
manufacturers to import Ceylon bark 
direct to New York, so that they 
would not be dependent on London; 
this plan of buying is claimed to have 
superior advantages over the old 
method, and the hope is expressed that 
the enterprise will be encouraged. The 
fact that the manufacture of prepared 
opium has been largely transferred 
from the East Indies to this country, 
on account of the duty, is given promi- 
nent mention in the report. The total 
imports of all kinds of opium during 
i885 were 861,609 pounds, the largest 
for five years, aud the current year, it 
is estimated, will increase the imports 
to 400,000 pounds. Complaint is made 
of the inferior quality of last year’s 
crop of Sinyrna opium, and if an im- 
provement is not noticeable after the 
growing crop isdistributed, Salonica 
opium will have the preference even at 
a higher price, it is claimed. These are 
some of the principal points brought 
out in the review which deserves 
careful perusal.

THE WAR BETWEEN THE STOCK 
AND PETROLEUM EXCHANGES. 

The jealous treatment of the petro- 
leum Exchange by its older rival on 
Wall street, has taken a fresh start, by 
the recent proclamation of the auto- 
cratic governing committee of the 
Stock Exchange prohibiting its mem- 
bers from dealing on the floor of the 
former Exchange or furnishing infor- 
mationof any character. This open 
warfare is the first recognition in a 
publie way of the petroleum mart asa 
rival, and members of the latter are 
greatly elated over their victory, as 
they have been laboring for this issue 
ever since stocks were listed. They 
were certain that an open revolt would 
come sooner or later, and the events of 
the past few days have greatly exceed- 
ed their most sanguine expectations. 
Members of the Stock Exchange who 
are interested in petroleum, refuse to 
recognize the order of the governing 
committee, and are flocking to the 
other Exchange for membership, the 
price of which has increased one hun- 
dred per cent. since the first of the 
year. Thus far not less than twelve 
brokers have forsaken the aged and 
decrepid institution on Wall street 
within the past two weeks and they 
are now enrolled among the active 
bulls and bears around the specula- 
tive ring in the Broadway temple. 
They find that business im all kinds of 
stocks can be transacted to better ad-

vantage and at one half the cost in 
commissions, while the interest on 
$25,000 is saved by disposing of the 
high priced seats in the Stock Ex- 
change. The usefulness of the latter 


exclusive concern has been waning for 
some time, but this drawback to its 
future prosperity will eventually un- 


dermine its props and bring about a 


gradual decay. We should not be 
surprised to see a grand rush to dis- 
pose of the $25,000 seats in anticipation 
of a decline iu price, as the battle of 
competition has commenced in earnest 
and will wage fiercer, as the Petroleum 
Exchange grows in power and influ- 
ence by the addition of new timber 
from the wreck of its rival. As to the 
charge of getting information surrepti- 
tiously, we understand that the Petro- 
leum Exchange pays handsomely for 
every particle of news received, and so 
far as legitimacy is concerned, it comes 
through the proper channels. But a 
short time will elapse it is theught by 
some when the Petroleum Exchange 
will be recognized as the fountain 
head for all information, and that it 
will hold the pulse of the nation as 
regards American securities,

AMERICAN OIL IN CANADA, 

Canadian refiners find it impossible 
to compete with the high grades of il- 
luminating oils which find their way 
over the border from the States, This, 
despite the fact that petroleum is 
found in abundance in the Province of 
Ontario. The Canadian oil is an in- 
ferior article. After paying duties, the 
American refiner can undersell his Ca- 
nadian competitors. The American 
product is so much better that it is 
constantly gaining ground, and forcing 
the native stuff out of its own mar- 
kets. 

The Petrolea 7opic, published in the 
centre of the refining industry, is 
alarmed at the situation, and calls 
upon the Government to come to the 
rescue of Ontario’s waning petroleum 
interests. The same journal admits 
that fully half of the Canadian sup- 
ply of high grade burning oils is fur- 
nished by Pennsylvania. 

The present flash test of Canadian 
oil is 95 degrees by the Brunel pyrom- 
eter. The Zvpic thinks this test is 
too severe, and is in favor of making 
the legal flash test 90 degrees. It con- 
tends that 90 degree oil is as safe as 95 ; 
besides the former figure will give the 
Canadian refiner a better chance to 
compete with his enterprising Ameri- 
ean contemporaries. The Topic pre- 
dicts that unless a higher average 
quality of burning oil is supplied by 
native refiners that they can prepare 
to sell their plant for old junk. Mean- 
while our petroleum trade with the 
British possession is growing steadily,

MENHADEN OIL VALUES. 


Appearances last week indicated a 
slaughter of menhaden oil on the part 
of one or two of the few holders who 
were reported anxious to realize in 
order to be prepared for the opening 
of the coming season. Buyers who 
expect a radical change of values on 
this account may be disappointed, as 
the present holders of menhaden oil 
are declared to be well able to carry 
their stocks through another season, 
although a small amount is still held 
from the season of 1884. Every lane 
has its turning point, and it is confi- 
dently believed that the general oil 
market has nearly reached a point 
when the natural course of events will 
cause prices to react in favor of sellers. 
At least there seems to be no occasion 
for offering menhaden oil below the 
relative value of substitutes. The po- 
sition of the whale oil market is 
against a higher range of values in the 
near future, it is true, but that does 
not argue a permanent weakness, as a 
few weeks, especially at this favorable 
season, may bring about an important 
change in demand and prices, More 
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interest from shippers would give an 
impetus to the trade in menhaden oil, 
but orders from that source are scarce, 





SELLING PROPRIETARY G00DS 
CHEAPEK ABROAD THAN 
AT HOME. 

A correspondent of the REPORTER 
wishes to be enlightened upon a mat- 
ter which he cannot understand, and 
propounds the following query by re- 


cent mail: 

“In a printed price list from a patent med- 
icine house now before me some articles are 
quoted at a less price for export than they are 
sold at in the United States. I would like to 
know the reason why.” 

Foreign countries are always made 


the dumping ground for surplus stocks, 
and in many instances lower prices 
have to be accepted by manufacturers 
for export in order to meet the compe- 
tition of similar articles abroad. The 
policy of low prices is also observed in 
England to some extent in lieu of ad- 
vertising on the part of proprietors 
as it enables the dealers instead to 
use printers’ ink. This mode of pro- 
cedure rather puzzled the customs 
officers at some of the foreign ports not 
long ago, and official inquiries being 
made in this market concerning the 
value of the articles exported, they 
found a difference in some cases of forty 
per cent. between the American and 
invoiced prices. They jumped to the 
conclusion that the customs laws were 
being violated and asserted that man- 
ufacturers could not sell for export at 
a less price than the goods were quoted 
at inthe American markets. Such a 
preposterous suggestion provoked con- 
siderable merriment in certain circles, 
but the matter has not since been 
broached, asthe manufacturers com- 
pelled the recognition of their rights 
to sell goods for export at whatever 
price they pleased, or to give them 
away if necessary. The customs of- 
ficials at the New York port have also 
been of the erroneous opinion that the 
invoiced price of imported goods should 
not be lower than the market value at 
the place of export, and several dis- 
puted cases are still pending in which 
the Government officials subbornly and 
ignorantly resist the claims of the im- 
porters. 

It is not known that all proprietary 
medicines are sold cheaper abroad than 
at home, ueither is it customary to 
make a general discrimination in price. 
The foreign business of American man- 
ufacturers is regulated by circum- 
stances; if it is necessary tocut regular 
rates, there is no hesitancy in doing so 
but if the regular schedule can be 
maintained every effort is made to- 
wards that end.

EGYPT’S ANCIENT PETROLEUM 
DEPOSITS. 


The story cabled from Egypt last 
week, in relation to the discovery of 
rich petroleum deposits on the banks 
of the historic Red Sea, turns out to 
be a chestnut in a new shell. Mr. Wm. 
L. Lay, of Oil City, who has spent con- 
siderable time abroad, and is thoroughly 
posted on European petroleum fields, 
writes eutertainingly on the subject in 
anothercolumn, Petroleum has ex- 
isted in Arabia and Egypt for centu- 
ries. It is said that mummies were 
preserved in part through the use of 
petroleum and asphalt. Some author- 
ities assert that the slime or mortar 
used in the famous walls of Babylon 
was nothing more or less than a thick 
petroleum. Baedeker’s Guide, pub- 
lished in 1878, (page 463) says: “Beyond 
the Jebel Gharet, which becomes more 
and more prominent, rises the table- 
land of Jabel ez-Zet, which yields pe- 
troleum.” An effort was recently 
made by the Egyptian government to 
develop these ancient deposits, Just 
as the work was well under way the 
Franco-English difficulty sprung up 
and the Khedive was turned out of the 
country. Mr. Lay, who has been over 
the ground says that the oil isin ap- 








pearance and gravity very much like 
that found in Canada. The propor- 
tion of burning oil is only about forty 
per cent, and as it contains sulphur is 
very expensive to refine when com- 
pared with Pennsylvania petroleum. 
In his opinion the oil will be more val- 
uable as a fuel than an illuminant. 
The Egyptian oil field is not a menace 
to the American trade. 
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EXCHANGING PROPRIETARY 
GOODS IN CINCINNATI. 

The REPORTER is informed that all 
the wholesale drug houses in Cincin- 
nati, with the exception of two, have 
formed an organlzation with regularly 
elected officers, as an accommodation 
to each other in exchanging surplus 
supplies of rebated articles. But 
meagre particulars have yet been re- 
ceived, and it would be rather prema- 
ture to pre-judge the plan of thus op- 
erating for each other's mutual benefit 
by clubbing together. It is claimed 
that the syndicate, if it may be so 
termed, has provided against the viola- 
tion of the rebate plan by a system of 
exchanging at an advance of eleven 
per cent. on all goods above the price 
paid by the original purchasers. There 
is more or less borrowing or exchang- 
ing among individual houses in differ- 
ent cities, and the practice has not 
been favorably recognized by those 
adhering strictly to the rebate system 
of doing business, but the division of 
goods by concerted action has pro- 
voked considerable adverse criticism 
in the past, especially in the case of 
organized retailers, and it is to be seen 
how the latest venture in this line will 
be viewed by the proprietary commit- 
tee of the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists Association. The Cincinnati 
houses are said to be pleased over the 
new departure, as it enables them to 
dispose of all goods not necessary for 
their immediate wants, and keeps up 
a regular distribution of their articles. 
The information comes to us too late 
for investigation at present writing, 
but further particulars will be given in 
next week’s REPORTER.

THE GLASS MARKET AND THE 
BELGIUM STRIKES. 

The window glass market has been 
very much unsettled during the past 
week by reports of the great damage 
to the glass works in and around Char- 
leroi, Belgium, by strikers. On Satur- 
day the first authentic news of the de- 
struction of seven or eight cf these 
establisments, including one of the 
largest in that country, was received 
by the importers here’ by pri- 
vate cables, and later the news 
was confirmed by the press re- 
ports. A meeting was at once held 
and was attended by all of the im- 
porters, the object being to take imme- 
diate action providing for the threat- 
ened cessation of shipments from the 
other side. The stock of French giass 
here is large, but the assortments have 
run down, and as the shutting off of 
the supply, which is indicated by the 
burning of the works, would prevent 
any important receipts here for 
the next two or three months at 
least, it is believed that by 
the end of that time _ there 
will be practically no stock of French 
glass here. The market would thus 
be left bare at the beginning of the 
fall season when there is most need 
for a full assortment. Under these 
circumstances it was considered neces- 
sary that prices should be advanced at 
once, but owing to the vague 
reports redeived nothing definite 
was accomplished on Saturday 
and an adjournment to Mon- 
day was had. The last meeting 
was hardly more satisfactory in results 
than the first, but the importers 
came to a sort of understanding re- 
garding prices, which, however,is only 
temporary, and as there was no formal 
agreement, as we understand it, the 












importers are not bound by it. The 
discounts were fixed at seventy, ten 
and five per cent. and seventy-five per 
cent. Some of the importers are not 
naming prices and have issued a cir- 
cular to the effect that they are 
compelled to withdraw all quotations 
owing to the Belgium disturbances. 
As matters abroad are in a_ very 
unsettled condition and reports are 
conflicting, several days must elapse 
before the market here can be got into 
proper shape and in the meantime the 
quotations given above are to be con- 
sidered as nominal as pending the 
receipt of more definite news from the 
other side, the importers are not likely 
to encourage purchases. In any event 
it is scarcely probable that the import- 
ers will combine or organize an associ- 
ation as was at first expected.

Considerable amusement has been caused in 
the dyestuff trade by the large price obtained 
at the auction eale of 300 bagsof damaged 
Sicily sumac on Thursday.

Referring to Knapp’s paper in the Moniteur 
Scientifique upon the production of ultramar- 
ine blue by moist process, M. Camille Koechlin 
draws attention to an observation which he had 
communicated several years ago. It is that 
ultramarine blue is not destroyed when mixed 
with concentrated sulphuricacid. The mixture 
is so perfect and so stable that M. Koechlin be- 
lieves in the possibility of producing the blue 
from its elements, using concentrated sul- 
phuric acid as a medium. This property of 
ultramarine blue is curious, for, as is well 
known,very dilute acids immediately destroy its 
color, 


The Erie County Board of Pharmacy held an 
executive session on Friday, The examina- 
tion of applicants and the hearing of com- 
plaints of violation of various provisions of 
the pharmaceutical laws occupied the greater 
part of the day. Complaints are so numerous 
of violations of the act, particularly with re- 
gard to the sale and proper labeling of poisons, 
that the board announced their intention of 
being much more strict in the enforcement of 
the law. The name of a Buffalo druggist,whose 
case is under consideration by the board, was 
withheld, as the alleged violation had not been 
substantiated. 


The fire at Buffalo, N. Y., on March 2¢,caused 
alosstothe Gilbert Starch Works estimated 
between $300,000 and $400,000. Their bui:dings 
which were destroyed are factory No-1,a large 
brick and frame three-story building on the 
south side of Hamilton street; factory No. 2, a 
four-story brick building 150x100 feet on the 
north side of Hamilton street,and the two-story 
brick storehouse supposed to be fire-proof, 
50x150 feet. The wagon shed was also destroyed. 
The box factory was somewhat damaged and 
the engine house, 66 feet south of the other 
buildings and near the mills, was totally 
destroyed. The insurance on the stock and 
building amounted to nearly $100,000. 

























A druggist explained the other day how per- 
sons are poisoned by mistake without any 
blame being atta 2hed to the druggist. He said: 
“T may sell a quantity of arsenic on a doctor’s 
prescription, properly label it and caction the 
buyer to be careful in its use, and yet suffer in 
my good name for having soldit. How? In 
this way: The arsenic may be taken out of the 
original package, or the label may be lost, and 
the drug placed ina cupboard, whence it may 
be carelessly taken and used by mistake for 
baking powder. The result is a case of acci- 
dental poisoning. The first question asked in 
such a case is*Where was the poison pur- 
chased?’ Without knowing the circumstances 
of the case at all, thoughtless people at once 
jump to the conclusion that the mistake was 
the druggist’s, Many a pharmacist’s reputa- 
tion has been blighted in this way,and the eyil is 
so great that some pharmaceutical Associations 
have advised that all druggists color arsenic, 
according to aformula which does not inter- 
fere with its properties, before selling it, ‘so 
that it may by no possibility be mistaken for 
anything else. 


The long delayed suit of the New York Belt- 
ing and Packing Company versus Allan Ma- 
gowan for an infringement of their well known 
vulcanized rubber back packing, has been re- 
cently decided in favor of the company. In his 
decision, after some pertinent compliments to 
the ingenuity of the inventors, Judge Dixon 
declared that “after carefully comparing it 
with the exhibits which are put in to show 


anticipation and its lack of patentability, I am 
of the opinion that the patent reveals inven- 
tion; not so much because the packing is more 
elastic by reason of the addition of pure rub- 
ber, but because the patent discloses a new and 
better method of obtaining a tight joint be- 
tween the padding and the piston rod than has 
been obtained by any other combination of 
elements, new or old. If is a fact not to be 
overlooked, and has much weight, that the 
products manufactured under it, went at once 
into such extensive public use as to almost 
supersede all packicg made under other meth- 
ods. Sucha fact is pregnant evidence of its 
novelty, value and usefulness, and accounts for 
the defendants’ infringement.” It is hardly 
necessary to say thatthe New York Belting and 
Packing Company are as widely as favorably 
known for their superior vulcanized rubber 
goods for mechanical purposes.

When the country becomes settled and has a 
stable government, which will build railroads 
around the rapids, the quantity of merchan- 
dise that can be diverted from Central Africa 
down the Nile,and the European goods that 
will find a market there will be enormous, Th's 
coming trade will be the salvation of the coun- 
try and compensate it for the loss of the East 
India traffic by the cutting of the Suez canal, 
But to attempt to use it as a means of lowering 
the price of crude oil isso absurd that it is not 
worth tal king about. 

Russia has solved the problem of liquid fuel 
and its petroleum is building up a vast traffic 
on the Volga river and Caspian sea. Ina few 
years it will be the fuel used on the Black sea 
and river Danube. Cheap fuel is the founda- 
tion of the enormous manufacturing interests 
of England and the United States during the 
past fifty years, Cheap petroleum is bound to 
have the same effect in Russia, Turkey, Austria 
and Egypt, during the next fifty years. Dur- 
ing the same time these United States will 
make still greater progress in arts and manu- 
factures by the aid of natural gas, now in its 
infancy, as petroleum was twenty years ago.

The Alleged Discovery of Oil in Egypt. 
OL City, March 24, 1886. 


Editor O11, PAINT AND DruG REPORTER: 

The following appears in the daily press of 
the 25rd inst. and is an indication of the dispo- 
sition of many of the newspapers to magnify 
every thing that will influence the crude oil 
market on the bear side: 

““CArRO, March 22.—The Government discov- 
ery of petroleum in Egyptian territory has 
revealed the fact that the geological tormation 
of the district indicates the existence of a large 
oil field. The authorities have ordered a num- 
ber of borings to be immediately made for the 
purpose of defining the field, and have set 
about developing the yield of petroleum on the 
largest possible scale. 

A London dispatch says: The discovery of an 
oil field in Upper Egypt bas attracted attention 
here. The Times correspondent at Suez cays 
the discovery of the oil was made by Nubar 
Pasha’s expedition into the Soudan, and states 
that the geological formation of the country 
indicates the undoubted presence of oilin large 
deposits and in more than one stratum. The 
specific gravity of the fluid thus far obtained is 
reported at 88 deg. The territory is not far 
from the Red Sea coast, and described as easily 
accessible.” 

One would suppose that the wild-catting 
for gas and oil in Pennsylvania, Ohio, West 
Virginia, Alabama, Coloraduv, Wyoming and 
California; the 30,000,000 barrels of petroleum 
in iron tanks and last but not least the Russian 
field, would satisfy their grasping desire for 
low priced crude, but it seems not, for here we 
have an old chestnut put into a new shell and 
launched over the Mediterranean Sea and At- 
lantic Ocean to the sheres of America, 

Petroleum and asphalt were well known in 
Arabia and Egypt thousands of years ago. 
Many of the mummies are partly preserved by 
these substances. The slime or mortar used in 
Babylon wasa thick petroleum, The discovery 
telegraphed in the above extract is nothing 
new; nor is it ia the Soudan; on the contrary it 
has been well known for many years, and is on 
the Red Sea. About 120 miles south of Suez, on 
the west shore, exactly opposite the end of the 
Peninsular of Sinai, is a table land called Jebel- 
es-Zet. Baedekers Guide, published in 1578, 
page 463, says: “Beyond the Jebel Ghareb, 
which becomes more and more prominent,rises 


Oil of Peppermint and Adulteration. 
Norrawa, Mich , March 27, 1886, 

Editor O1L, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

There has been imported into Germany from 
Javan for two orthvree years by a Leipzic es- 
sential oil house, having a branch in New York, 
large quantities of the oil of Japanese Mentha 
Arvensis—Japanese peppermint, so-called—for 
the purpose of producing therefrom menthol, 
but what has been done with the remainder of 
the oil after the menthol has been removed, 
has until the present time been veiled in mys- 
tery. My attention, indeed, had been some 
time ago directed to an oil which had been sold 
in this country as pure oil of peppermint, 
which*had been mixed with Mentha Arvensis 
and I had also noticed importations by the New 
York branucb from their German correspond- 
ents, of shipments of oil which were passed 
through the customs as oil of peppermint. 
Now, I wondered how it was possible to im- 
port genuine oil of peppermint from Germany 
to America, since we ourselves supply nearly 
allthetrade of Europe, with a large demand 
continually existing for oil not only to Ger- 
many, but to the entire continent of Europe 
and Great Britain as well, 


From the position taken long since by Messrs 
Schimmel & Co. of Leipzig, the Gerinan mak- 
ers of menthol, ina circular issued by them, I 
hardly thought it possible, notwithstanding the 
importations of the oil referred to, that they 
would encourage what in their circular they 
themselves bad so stronyly denounced; but 
upon the issuing of a circular lately by the 
New York branch, Messrs. Fritzsche Bros., as 
to the congealing test for oil of peppermint,and 
seeing as I thought a significance therein, I de- 
termined to make some tests of oil of pepper- 
mint in relation thereto. 

It is of course generally known that the Jap- 
anese oil mentha arvensis congeals much more 
readily than does the true oil of peppermint; 
consequently if the test for pure oil of pepper- 








the table land of Jebel-ez Zet, which yields pe- 
troleum.” 

In a letter from a friend of mine, dated 
Luxor, Egypt, Feb. 22, is enclosed a newspaper 
clipping, which translated, reads as follows: 
“It appears that the exploration of petroleum 
and sulphur undertaking by the Egyptian gov- 
ernment on the Red Sea, at a place called Zet is 
in great danger, occasioned by the fall of a 
lighted Jamp, which set fire to the whole mine. 
It has burned for the last fifteen days aud can- 
not be extinguished. Lately the government, 
at great expense equipped a steamboat for the 
use of the engineers; who have already made 
great work in the mines.” 

When I was at Cairo, in 1881 I was informed 
of this deposit of petroleum and learned that 
the Khedive, father of the present ruler of 
Egypt, had taken much interest in havi g the 
country examined with a view to work the 
petroleum, long known to exude from the 
elevated table lands of the Jabel ez-Zet. He 
caused a trench to be dug along the side of the 
mountain which caught all the water and oil 
as it flowed out of the springs and found it 
yielding some three barrels in twenty-four 
hours. He also ordered a small refinery, which 
had been shipped asfar as the city of Suez; 
when he was turned out of Egypt by the com- 
bined influence of England and France. The 
oil is in appearance and gravity very much 
like that found in Canada. The proportien of 
burning oil is only about forty per cent. and as 
it contains sulphur is very expensive to refine 
when compared with Pennsylvania petroleum. 

I formed the opinion that it will be found to 
be far more valuable for a liquid fue), than for 
lighting purposes. There is no coal in Egypt 
and the country depends on England and 
France for its supplies. 

The distance from Jabel-ez-Zet to the Nile is 
not more than one hundred or one hundred 
and twenty miles, so that a pipe line would de-

According- 
ly, I procured some of the oils as put up by 
Messrs. Fritzsche Bros., and Messrs. Schimmel 
& Uo., under their own seal and name, for the 
purpose of testing them in connection with 
their new circular on the congealing of oil of 
peppermint. J bese two bottles bore the fol- 
lowing labele, one was marked: “Fritzsche, 
Schimmel & Co., New York, twice rectified oil 
of peppermint, net weight one Ib.’’ The other 
bottle was marked: “German rectified oil of 
peppermiat, guaranteed by Schimmel & Co. 
Leipzic.”” Breaking the seals of the bottles and 
examining the oils, the odor of the Japanese 
mentha arvensis was noticed, The oil was then 
tested for its specific gravity, which was found 
to be too light for true oil of peppermint. 
Your readers may not be aware that the oil 
of mentha arvensis hasa specific gravity usual- 
ly of about .010 below that of the true oil of 
peppermint, and the difference in the specific 
gravity, according to the most careful estimate 
I can make, with due allowance for variations, 
indicates alarge proportion of mentha arven- 
sis. Upon submitting these oils to refrigera- 
tion, however, the test showed that instead of 
copgealing more readily, as should have been 
the case were the true peppermint mixed with 
the Japanese oil, on the contrary, the congeal- 
ing test showed that the oil did not contain its 
original menthol, and instead of becoming 
“cloudy, translucent or thick at the end of 
fifteen minutes,”’ as stated in Mesers, Fritzsche 
Brothers’ circular, the samples failed to do so 
at the end of an hour and forty-five minutes, 
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with this exception, that one sample showed a 
slight crystalline focus, having crystallized 
to the extent of about one per cent. 
At the end of two and a half hours, 
both samples having been constantly subjected 
to a refrigeration with snow and salt in equal 
portions, the one sample had crystallized to the 
extent of about five per cent, while the other 
remained as limpid as at first. 

I also received two other samples from Lon- 
don, one of which was “German oil,’”’ the other 
being labeled “Michigan oil of peppermint, 
manufactured by Tunis V. Boeken, at Evart, 
Michigan county, U. 8.” These samples not 
only contained mentha arvensis, but were 
adulterated as well, with turpentine and penny- 
royal. Being greatly surprised that oil of 
peppermint could have been made at Evart, 
Michigan, without the fact ever having come 
to my knowledge, I at once wrote 
to different authorities at Evart, (which 
is in Osceola county, Michigan) to inquire 
into the matter, when I was assured, as I had 
of course supposed, that not a pound of oil of 
peppermint had ever been manufactured or 
bottled in either Kvart or Osceola county, 
showing that the putting of this oil upon the 
market was a fraud of the most unscrupulous 
character; for, not only was the oil most gross- 
ly adulterated, but the perpetrators of the 
fraud were selling the same under an actually 
forged signature. The signature “Tunis V. 
Beoken”’ is engraved on the label as a fac sim- 
ile signature, but purposely made almost illeg- 
ible. As to the history of this oil, and the 
difficulty which I experienced in obtaining it 
from London, where it has long been sold, I 
will speak in another article. This is the oil 
which has been so long sold in Eng!and as 
Michigan oil, and which has had so much to do 
with injuring the reputation of what I candid- 
ly consider the best oil of peppermint in the 
world. 

Now, what are the true tests of oil of pepper- 
mint? There is no one test which is in itself 
conclusive as to the purity of the oil; but I 
shall take occasion, as soon as time will permit 
me, to point out a combination of tests such as 
will, I think, enable any consumer to test the 
purity and the quality ot the oil with accuracy; 
but, as many consumers may find it inconve- 
nient to test each parcelof oil purchased, I 
would suggest that they request from the man- 
ufacturers a guarantee of the purity of each 
lot as sent. ALBERT M. Topp,

CUSTOMS DECISIONS. 


The Department has received a report from 
the Collector at Boston in regard to application 
of Linder & Meyer for refund of duty exacted 
on casks containing muriate of ammonia, from 
which it appears that the exaction was con- 
trary to the rule subsequently laid down by the 
Supreme Court in the Oberteuffer case, and 
that under Department’s decision of February 
6theimporters would be entitled to relief if 
their entries were unliquidated. In this case, 
however, the entries had been liquidated and 
suit had not been instituted within the pre- 
scribed 90 days. It is heid thatthe action of the 
importers in asking a reconsideration within 
ninety days cannot be permitted to take the 
case from out the provisions of law; also, that 
as the Department has already given a decision 
in the case no reconsideration on a new presen- 
tation of facts cam operate toabate or estop the 
statutory limit within which suit must be 
brought, 

The Collector on Monday last received official 
instructions from Washingtion to hereafter de- 
duct the duties frem cartoons or coverings 
whenever such coverings are specified in the 
invoice or entry. 

Acting Secretary of the Treasury has notified 
the Collector of Customs at New York that the 
Department concurs inthe opinion of the At- 
torney-General that imported goods, wares and 
merchandise the product or manufacture of 
the United States under section 2,500 Revised 
Statutes, are liable to duty equal to the tax im- 
posed by the internal revenue laws, are entitled 
to the privileges of the warehouse system in all 
cases where the original exportation of the 
goods from the United States had beer made in 
good faith. The Collector is instructed to act 
accordingly, and to be careful that the privilege 
is only afforded in cases where he is satisfied of 
the good faith of the exportation,

Henry. For several days it has averaged 85 
barrels.

The Gordon well at Washington is holding up 
to 100 barrels a day since it was shot. The re- 
sult is so gratifying that other producers wil 
doubtless take to the use of glycerine. 

The Chartiers Company have ten wells now 
in process of drilling, five in Washington, and 
five in Murraysville, One of thosein the former 
field will be brought in the first of next week. 

The large American ship General McClellan, 
built at Thomastun, Me., has been sold to 
Troop & Son, of St. John, N. B., for $16,000. 
She will be put in the petroleum trade to the 
far East. 

The Duff farm at Murraysvills, Pa., has been 
leased by a syndicate, of which Jay Gould isa 
member, and which is doing business under the 
title of the New York Gas Company. Twenty 
wells will be sung at a cost of $40,000. Work 
will be begun at once, 

C. 8. Brice, an Ohio capitalist, offered to fur- 
nish 90 per cent of the capital stock to builda 
pipe line and storage tanks, if the people of 
Lima would furnish the other ten per cent. 
The offer has been accepted and Lima oil will 
soon be well taken care of. 

The Cary well at Findlay Ohio, which got gas 
last Wednesday evening, is a regular blower. 
It is said to be exuding the fluid at the rate of 
8,000 cubic feet per diem, This field is heavy on 
gas, but is said to be rather lignt as to oil, ex- 
cept as regards odor, which is exceedingly 
strong. 

The mauufacturers of Wheeling have formed 
&@ gas company, and have asked the City Coun- 
cils to grant them permission to lay their pipes 
through the streets. The West Virginia Natu- 
ral Gas Company have the exclusive right to 
pipe the streets for the purpose of selling their 
gas for 20 years. 

The March number of the Petroleum Age 
contains an elaborate article by Prof. I. C. 
White, on the “Geology of Natural Gas,’’ illus- 
trated by a large map 18 by 22 inches, showing 
the location of the principal gas fields of west- 
ern Pennsylvania and their relation to the geo- 
logical anticlinals. 

Leidecker Bros. & Co.’s well on the Maley 
farm, in the east belt region, Butler county, is 
through the sand and dry, and the casing has 
been pulled. This knocks off a big corner of 
territory that once was supposed to be good. 
The failures of Painter Bros. 2 and McJunkin 
No 2 rather condemn the location. 


Kane will probably finish 21 or 22 wells this 
month, but the drilling list at the end of the 
month will show pretty much the sameamount 
of new work in hand as there was at the be- 
ginning of this; there will be fewer rigs possi- 
bly, and the average of new wells thus far is 
considerably better than 100 barrels. 


The oil country is interested in a monstrous 
suit in equity, which is being tried at Erie with 
Colonel James Parmalee of Warren as master, 
The plaintiff company is the Consolidated Oil 
Well Packer Company and the defendant or- 
ganization the Jarecki Manufacturing Com- 
pany. Upward of $100,000 is involved. 


The Pennsylvania Natural Gas Company, & 
concern composed largely ot Philadelphia cap- 
italists and manufacturers, has opened an office 
in Pittsburg. It has contracted with the 
National Tube Works for two lines of sixteen- 
inch pipes to be laid from Chartiers and Peters 
townships, in Wushington county, to Pitts 
burg. 

The exports of petroleum from New York so 
far this year show an increase of about 4,000,000 
gallons as compared with the same period last 
year. The increase, however, has been mainly 
to far east ports. Europeans still show reluct- 
ance to carry any heavy stocks, and their im- 
portations have not been sufficient to cover the 
drain on the stocks at the seaports. 

Recently a well was sunk and abandoned at 
Coudersport, Pa. W. B. Gardiner thinks the 
well was not drilled deep enough and has pure 
chased the hole, The well was originally owned 
by Guffey, Beardsley & Co, of oi! country fame. 
Mr.Gardiner also holds leases of alarge amount 
of land in the vicinity. Some oil and gas was 
struck in the first sand. He will push the well 
to the fourth sand. 

A great explosion of natural gas at Lake 
Abram, near Berea, Ohio, occurred March 25, 
seriously injuring four men besides wrecking 
the buildings in the vicinity. The well was be- 
ing bored by the Berea Pipe Line Company. 
The drill had gone 850 feet without sign of gas 
when suddenly a big volume was struck. The 
gas rushed up and filling the engine room ex- 
ploded. 

Boring for oilin Geneva, N. Y., is continued 
with as great enthusiasm as ever by its pro- 
jectors. The Geneva Gazette says that the 
menin charge of the work have expended a 
large sum of money in testing the very strong 
and positive indications of gas or oil, which 
have been met with almost constantly ia sink- 
ing the well. A depth of a thousand feet will 
probably be reached ina few days. Several 
sulphur springs‘have been tapped on theway. 


John P. Zane yesterday completed a sale of a 
piece of his Grand Valley land to L. B. Wood & 
Co. for $9,000. Twenty years ago Mr. Zane pur- 
chased the property for $900, and as late as 
nine months ago would have been willing to 
take $1,000 for the whole chunk. A plece of oil 
region territory is always a pretty good thing 
to have in the family, even if you do have to 
aquander a few dimes on it for Uncle Sam’s 


purpose,— Warren Paragraph. 
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The Millerstown extension, of which very 
little is said, will shortly add 4000 barrels daily 
to the stock in sight, while the Kane field with 
& production of over 2500 barrels, is making 
rapid strides to discount it by all odds. Craig 
& Cappeau have little more than fairly com- 
menced to develop their square mile of terri- 
tory, while there lies to the north of this a more 
prolific strata, the extent of which the drill 
alone can determine, 


Prof. I. C. White will locate several wells for 
J.M. Guffy & Co.,in Marshall county, W. Va. 
This firm has several thousand acres io Mar- 
shall county of what has been pronounced very 
Promising natural gas territory, and they pro- 
pose to develop it and pipe it into Wheeling. 
The line will not be at any place more than 
twenty-five to twenty-eight miles in length 
and will be laid with comparative ease, A half 
dozen derricks will be erected within the next 
ten days or two weeks and drilling be com- 
menced at once, 


An exchange tells this story: “Friday a 
stranger walked into the New York Consoli- 
dated Stock and Petroleum Exchange and, 
eluding the doorkeeper, entered the board- 
room, and notwithstanding the danger he ran 
of being ‘Tennesseed’ tegan to offer oil for 
sale. He succeeded in sellinyr 15,000 barrels 
tbat he did not own, and when asked for the 
name of his principal gave up the name ofa 
Prominent broker. The latter was surprised, 
but as it was a bear market concluded to accept 
the contract and the stranger was shown the 
most convenient door to the street.” 


Thirty thousand barrels of new production 
means ten thousand steady and legitimate pro- 
duction a day, says a veteran operator who has 
been devoting most of his time among the 
newly discovered oil pools. Ten thousand bar- 
rels of an increase a day he claims would bying 
production up to 70,000 barrels a day, or about 
the Gemard of all the consumers of petroleum 
in the world, With 70,000 barrels of daily pro- 
duction he does not expect very much better 
prices unless the speculator creates them. As 
long as we can keep from adding to our accu- 
mulated stocks he sees no valid reason why the 
Price of oil should be below eighty cents.— 
Bradford Era, 


The efficacy of oil in stilling boisterous seas 
has again been proven. The steamship City of 
Stockholm, of the Furness Line, encountered 
the severest succession of gales ever experi- 
enced by the captain in crossing the Atlantic. 
So severe were they that it became a most 
difficult matter to save the cattle with which 
the steamer was laden. After trying every 
available means to protect them the captain 
poured a small quantity of oil on the water, 
with such a result that he was able to save the 
lives of his cattle, which would soon have been 
washed overboard or killed. This particular 
instance was so conclusive that the British 
Board of Trade immediately ordered an inves- 
tigation of the subject. 


About seven years ago Hunt drilled a well on 
the Crossman farm, in Sparta, near Higgins 
Corners, about six miles from this city. He 
struck a well which madea big spurt ; but went 
lower and struck a large submarine flow of 
water which ruined the well. Oil was struck by 
Hunt at 402 feet and he had about thirty-five 
feet of sand. About six weeks ago Vander- 
grift started the drill on the Emerson farm, 
about sixty rods east of the old well. He has 
struck oil enough to fill the casing. He gets 
the same sand at about the same depth. The 
oil is of superior quality—perfect amber, of the 
same character as the Geneva oil.—Corry, Pa., 
Flyer. 


It is astonishing the number of places in 
which recent discoveries of petroleum have 
been made, and less astonishing how suddenly 
the new born excitement dies. In almost all 
parts of Ontario the precious fluid has been dis- 
coloring water and giving other evidences of 
its presence; but, like a will-o’-the-wisp, when 
sought for it refuses to materialize and leads 
its followers to the financial swamp and the 
morass of bankruptcy. The latest of these re- 
ports says that there is ,reat excitement in 
Highgate over the discovery of oil by Mr. John 
Beattie. The oil wes struck by the above gen- 
tleman while digging a well on his property. 
John Wickham, un old oil man, saysit is a good 
article and is as good as any found at Petrolea. 
—Petrolea (Ont.) Topic. 


A correspondent of the Berlin Export, writ- 
ing from Antwerp, informs that journal that 
the imports of Russian petroleum received at 
that city in 1885 amounted to almost double the 
quantity imported in 1884. The receipts for 
1885 were 11,650 barrels, as against 6,000 barrels 
in 1884. Even the increased import is insignifi- 
cant compared with the quantity of Arferican 
petroleum received at Antwerp, which amount- 
ed to 825,000 barrels in 1885, but it is interesting 
to notice that energetic efforts will be made by 
Russian houses to augment the Russian side of 
the account. One Russian house has just had 
built for the trade to Antwerp a steam vessel 
which it is said can carry there 72,000 barrels a 
year, andif the venture should prove favor- 
able others will be provided for the same 
trade.—Bradstrect’s,

The recent failures, or rather failures to secure 
gushers, in the wells completed are in the na- 
ture of a disappointment. A moment’s calm 
reflection at the outset would have been worth 
lots of money, and it would have avoided the 
opportunity presented for ham-stringing the 
new born boom. The extreme porosity of the 
rock and the thinness of the stratum renders it 
inevitable that the pumps will draw from a 
long distance. They must do so to supply the 
demand. Howthen can new wells in the im-

Considerable interest is being manifested 
among oil and gas men ever the Montour field 
at present. Last year, the Philadelphia Com- 
pany secured about 8,000 acres of territory along 
Montour run, and late iast fall drilled several 
wells two of which were light gassers. The 
McClarran well, down about 1,800 feet, wasa 
dry hole, and the Scott well, a little deeper, 
produced so little gas that it was abandoned, 
andthe whole field has been overlooked since. 
A Philadelphia Company scout last week vis- 
ited the two wells, and found both full of oil 
which was oozing up slowly. The prospects for 
oil are now thought to be good, and both wells 
will be shot within a week, and if the develop- 
ments will warrant it others will be put down 
immediately. In the meantime, however, 
other parties had come to a knowledge of the 
condition of the two wells, and several parties, 
among whom Captain Vandergrift was the most 
active, have been quietly engaged in leasing all 
the territory obtainable. At present there isa 
lively competition going on for land, and 50 
cents an acre royalty is being paid throughout 
the whole district.— Pittsburg Dispatch.

Midzu-Ame. 


Together with the Japanese oils presented by 
the Japanese Commission of the late Health 
Exhibition at South Kensington, was a bottle 
of liquid called **Midzu-ame,” said to be a kind 
of malt extract much prized by the Japanese. 
I was informed by the commissioner that the 
mode of preparation was kept secret; it cer- 
tainly was not given in the Japanese catalogue. 
The midzu-ame presents the color and trans- 
lucency of honey as it flows from the comb, 
but is thicker than treacle. When keptina 
warm room, it appeared to undergo fermenta- 
tion, and a white froth arose which gradually 
filled the bottle, which wus only three parts 
full of the midzu-ame, and raising the stopper 
overflowed the mouth of the bottle, The 
froth, however, possessed the remarkable 
character of becoming quite hard very rapidly, 
so that it could be broken in pieces like sugar. 
Asthe autumn approached and the weather 
became colder, the fermentation entirely 
ceased. 

A paper has recently been published in the 
transactions of the Sei I Kwa, or Society for 
the Advancement of Medical Knowledge in 
Japan, which throws some light upon the uses 
and mode of manufactvre of this curious prep- 
aration. In the number for November, 1°85, 
p. 181, Dr. J.C. Berry, of Akayama, says con- 
cerning the midzu-ame that until recently it 
was used in southwestern Japan only as an 
article of diet for babies, weakly children and 
old people, but that now it is largely taken by 
those who have beep brought in contact with 


or instructed by foreign physicians. Dr. Berry 
adds that he has used it considerably during 
the last five years, more especially in cases 
where food medicines were required. He has 
also prescribed it, properly diluted, with dia- 
lyzed iron and cod liver oil. The only advant~ 
age it possesses over maltine lies, he believes, 
in ite more easy digestibility. 

The method of manufacture of midzu-ame is 
as follows: 

Ist. Malt (moyashi). This is made by putting 
barley intoa pail with a perforated bottom, 
moistening it for two weeks with water, dur- 
ing which time the barley germinates, sooner 
or later, according to the weather. It is then 
spread out to dry, the sprouts are rubbed off 
and winnowed away and the malt is ground, 
when it is ready for use. 

2d. One “to”’ (1.097 cutic inches) of “mochi- 
come,” the very glutinous rice used to make 
“mochi,” is cooked by steaming it in a wooden 
box till sort. It is then emptied into a pail and 
450 ““*momme” (about 83% pounds) of malt is 
added with 5 “sho” (equal to halfa to”) of 
water. The whole is then thoroughly mixed 
with the hands, the rice being squeezed and 
crushed till it assumes a hard, jelly-like con- 
sistence. It is then allowed to remain for 
twelve hours, during which time it is stirred 
thrice, During this stage of the process it is 
covered with straw mats if the weather be 
very cold, or kept in a cool place if the weather 
be warm. It is then removed and placed in 
hempen bags. put into a strong box and the 
liquid expressed by firm pressure. Lastly it is 
evaporated to a proper consistence over a slow 
fire. 

The taste of midzu-ame is slightly sweet and 
by no means unpleasant.—Scientific American, 
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Oil of Perilla Ocymoides, 


This oil, aithough not so rapidly siccative as 
the Sapan wood oil, isextensively used in Japan 
asa drying oll. It is obtained by pressure from 
the seeds, 100 parts by weight yielding about 40 
of oil, The seeds are grayish brown and about 
the size of millet seed. The oil is used to water- 
proof clothing and the paper used for parasols, 
and a kind of paper leather is also made with 
it, which is strong, supple. solid and imperme- 
able. Itis often added to the crushed berries 
of the wax tree(Rhus vernicifera) to render 
the extraction of the wax (by pressure) more 
easy and rapid. Insects are said not to attack 
materials prepared with this oil. The oil is also 
used mixed with lacquer to give a brilliant 
coating of transparent varnish, which slewly 
becomes yellow and does not need polishing, 
and which permits the natural grain of the 
wood to be seen. It can also be used for var- 
nishing colored drawings without changing the 
shades of color. The plant, which is called Ye- 
goma in Japan, belongs to the natural order 
Labiate. It is very common in many prov- 
inces of the isles of Nippon and Kiusiu, grow- 
ing in shady places by the sides of roads, upon 
the mountains and in waste places. It is also 
much cultivated. It flowers in October.— 
Pharm, Jour. 





The Old and the New Plan of Insur- 
ance. 


Mr. James F. Morse, Vice President of the 
Security Mutuai Benefit Society of New York, 
No. 233 Broadway, bas recently placed insur- 
ance to the amount of $100,000 on the lives of 
ex-Senator Arkell and his son, W. J. Arkell, 
proprietor of the Albany Evening Journal and 
the Judge. This insurance has been placed in 
the above-named and other leading companies 
doing business on the assessment plan. The 
annual cost of carrying it will be about $600, 
In the old life or level premium companies the 
cost would be six or seven times as much an- 
nually. The Arkells are among the leading 
business men of the country, and their indorse- 
ment of this method of life insurance will carry 
weight in the business community.—N. Y. 
World, 

We are informed that the exact annual cost 
of carrying the above amount of insurance on 
the old plan would be four thousand five hun- 
dred dollars. The Security Mutual Benefit 
Society was incorporated in 1881, and average 
cost for assessments to a member forty years 
of age has been less than five dollars a year for 
each one thousand dollars of insurance. 


The Lead Trade of St. Louis. 

In the matter of lead, St. Louis is the chief 
primary market of the country. In addition 
to this, it is a large consumptive market for 
this description of metal. Its shot towers, pipe 
and sheet lead works, white lead factories and 
metal foundries use annually nearly balf a mil- 
lion pigs, or a quantity equal to the entire re- 
ceipts eleven years ago. The receipts and 
shipments of lead, as given on the books of the 
St. Louis Merchants’ Exchange, have been as 
follows, for the years named :

Tue sources of supply which figure in the re- 
ceipts at this market are the St. Joeand Desloge 
mines, the Joplin district and Colorado and the 
territories. The lead of the St. Joeand Desloge 
properties is brought in by the Iron Mountain 
rallway, which is credited with introducing re« 
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‘ 
ceipts last year of 424,379 pigs. The St Louis & 
San Francisco railway, on the other hand, de- 
livered only 95,653 pigs from the Joplin district. 
The cther important lead carrying roads are— 
the Chicago & Alton (Missouri division), 198,365 
pigs; the Missouri Pacific, 150,720 pige; the St 
Louis, Wabish & Pacific (West division), 80,763 
pigs; the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy (North 
divislon), 33,423 pigs; the Keokuk & St Louis, 
17,864 pigs; besides which nearly 110,000 pigs 
were credited last year as received by wagon. 

The changes in the supply of lead furnished 
this market from different poiuts are suggested 
by alterations in the movement of the metal 
by rail. Thus, the Chicago & Alton and Irop 
Mountain railways have steadily increased 
their receipts of lead for St, Louis during the 
past three years, while the St, Louis & San 
Francisco has lost 300,000 pigs since 1882, the 
Missouri Pacific over 150,000 pigs since 1883, and 
the Wabash 26,000 pigs since 1°84, 

One of the principal local industries for the 
consumption of pig lead is represented by the 
white lead factories. The extent of the busi- 
ness of these may be inferred from the fact 
that the average of their annual shipments is 
in excess of 3) 000,000 pounds.—Age of Stee’. 
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The Opiam Trade in Barmah. 


On the fourth inst. Lord Kimberley received 
a deputation at the India Office from the So- 
ciety for the Suppression of the Opium Trade 
with reference to the opium trade in Burmah 
Among the members of Parliament present 
were Lord Lymington, Sir Robert Fowler, Sir 
Joseph Pease, Mr. W. Saunders, Mr. A. M’Ar- 
thur, and Captain Verney. Lord Kimberly, 
after listening to the arguments of Sir J. Pease 
and others, said it was not generally known 
that probably two-thirds of the province of 
Yunnan in China was devoted to the cultiva- 
tion of opium, Therefore it was not correct to 
say that the English Government was the in- 
strument whereby opium was forced on China. 
As to the subject matter they were aware that 
in consequence of Sir Charles Aitchison’s re- 
port in 1880, measures were taken at that time 
with a view to check the consumption of 
opium which, is was clear, was producing 
very prejudicial effects upon the population. 
Since these measures were taken the exact fig- 
ures as to the consumption of opium in British 
Burmahb had been published, and they showed 
that in 1881 the number of opium shops in 
British Burmah had been reduced from 67 to 
28, while the selling price of opium was raised 
from Rs24 to Ra28 aseer in Arakan, and Rs32a 
ser in Pegu and Tenasserim. From some 
tables which he had, it was shown that the 
consumption fell immediately about 22 per 
cent. while the revenue increased to a little 
more than the nominal extent; the decrease in 
license fees being more than counterbalanced 
by the increased sale. Since 1881-2, in the for- 
mer half of which the changes were introduced, 
the number of sbops had further declined to 
18, but the sale had remained stationary, while 
the revenue had advanced about 7 per cent. In 
1880-1, the total number of seer sold was 54,265. 































In 1881-2, 41,857; in 1882-3, 41,348; in 1883 4, 
44,173; and in 1834-5, 41,993. This showed 
a very considerable reduction, and 


that too with an increase of population and 
wealth, The measures, therefore, taken by 
the Government of Burmah had not been in- 
effectual in checking the consumption. He 
would bring their views before the Viceroy, 
and he felt quite certain that there would be a 
most careful examination of the state of affairs 
in Upper Burmab, and a reconsideration prob- 
ably of the subject. Tbe annexation of Upper 
to Lower Burmah in itself made a considerable 
change in the whole situation, and it might be 
possible that that might bring about some 
change in the arrangement of the Government. 
At the same time he must not be understood 
as giving an opinion in favor of those changes. 
These were matters which it was clear must be 
dealt with by those who had local knowledge 
and by the Viceroy superintending the local 
officers.—Briitish and Colonial Druggist

Working New Mineral Deposits. 


The following items of interest are taken 
from “Kuhlow’s German Trade Review:” 

The production of the Silesian lead and silver 
smelting works amounted last year to 861,040 
centners of lead, 40,280 centners of litharge and 
9,985 kilog. of silver. The sales were: 351,280 
centners of lead, 39.980 centners of litharge and 
9,944 kilog. of silver, the value being 3,562,384 
mks, 403,159 mks, and 1,424,780 mks, respectively. 

From Magdeburg we learn that these works 
have begun to receive raw salts from other 
concerns belonging to the convention. It ap- 
pears that the endeavor to extract salt from 
the wash has failed. 

Jessenitz—The owner of the Jessenitz estate, 
Herr C. Bessler of Hamburg, has with several 
banks formed a company for working the pot- 
ash beds to be found there. At Jessenitz pot- 
ash salt more than 70 metres thick and con- 
taing 22°4 per cent chloride of potash bas been 
found, together with gypsum overlain by some 
34 metres of clay. 

The maagement of the Chemische Fabrik auf 
Actien, at Berlin (formerly E. Schering), an- 
nounces that they now manufacture magne- 
sium in ribbon and wire form and offer mag- 
nesium metal at the very moderate price of 50- 
60 mks per kilo according to the form and 
quantity.

The English Government has instructed Mr.

Some of these oil works for which 
barrels have to be bought have heretofore been 
furnished by the county from the workhouse, 
which bas a capacity of about 600 barrels a day. 
Two-thirds of that number are taken by the 
prisoners in barges across the river to the Bear 
Creek Refinery, located on the south shore of 
the Allegheny river, opposite the institution- 
The refined oil from the American Refliery is 
largely shipped in tank cars holding about 120 
barrels apiece, to large citie*, where large stor- 
age tanks have been built to receive it for 
storing purposes. 

“The boom of independent refining interests 
by the Pittsburg pipe lines, has given the inde 
pendent cocperage business a big impetus in 
Pittsburg,” said @ gentleman yesterday, com- 
menting on theabove. 

The new National Paraffine Works in the 
Eighteenth ward, upon which work was com- 
menced about three months ago, is now com- 
plete and ready to be started. There will be 
four hydraulic presses, but for the present oue 
only willbe used. Each of these presses will be 
filled with 100 barrels of paraffine oil from 
which two and one-half tons of wax will be 
pressed in twenty-four hours. This combined 
from four presses when once in full working 
order, will produce sixty tons of wax in one 
week,— Pittsburg Commercial Gazette. 





A Natural Gas Monopoly. 


A charter has been issued in Pennsylvania to 
the United Natural Gas Company to mine for 
natural gas in Venango, Forest, Butler, Arm- 
strong, Clarion, Warren, Elk and McKean 
counties, and supply the gas to townsand cities 
in the above-named counties. The capital is 
$2,500,000, and the stockholders and the number 
of shares held by each are as follows: Nationul 
Transportation Company, Oil City, 24,040 shares; 
Benjamin Brewster, New York; Daniel O'Day, 
Buffalo; William T, Scheide, Joseph Seep and 
C. N. Payne, Titusville; J. N. Campbell, Oil 
City, tenshares each, The treasurer is George 
W. Colton, No 26 Broadway, New York, 

The application for this charter originally in- 
cluded Buffalo and other points in New York, 
and it was a question whether a charter could 
be granted by Pennsylvania giving a corpora- 
tion such wide latitude. The matter was refer- 
red to the Attorney General, who in an elabor- 
ate opinion decides that such a charter could 
not be granted, inasmuch as it conferred the 


right of eminent domain, under the act ot 1885,

oil under the employ of the Standard Oil Com- 


pany of Russia, who are the most extensive 
operators in that distant field, has returned. 
Mr. Thompson reports that they do not get any 
regular sand there, nothing but a quicksand, 
which makes it very difficult in drilling, the 
deepest well being but 1,165 feet deep. The oil 
preduced in this territory yields but thirty per 
cent. of reduced. They also have a very heavy 
lubricating eil resembling tar more than any- 
thing else. He reports this district a pool ac- 
cording to indications, but thinks that by 
deeper drilling they could increase the produc- 
tion, but under the present mode of drilling it 
is almost impossible, as the wells have to be 
piped all the way down with pipe ranging from 
twenty inches to four inches in diameter with 
what they call rivet pipe, manufactured at 
Novorasisk by the company. 

The pipe it rivited to stand different strains’ 


with the drill. It is required to support tbe 
walls of the well against the action of the drill. 
The machinery used is Innis engines, English 
boilers and Bovaird & Seyfang’s tools of Brad- 
ford. Mr. Thompsun reports that they pro- 
duce most of their oilin the place of pumping 
by a machine gotten up for the purpose of 
pumping called a winch, but they are com- 
mencing to use the American style and find 
that it works better. The Russian Standard 
works are situated at Novorasisk. Their ter- 
ritory is principally at lilsky, about seventy- 
five miles from Novorasisk, by which they are 
connected by three-inch pipe line. Their shops 


and refinery are lighted by electric light at a. 


cost of about $8,000 Mr. Thompson says that 
they sh'p the principal part of their oil to Mar- 
seilles, France. The only place in that far off 
country that might possibly injure the Amer- 
ican oil trade is the Baku oil fields, but accord- 
ing to present indications there is not much 
danger just now.

A Pen Picture of the Average Oil 


Speculator. 


The experience of a Bradford man with the 
oil market, of recent date. is worth relating. It 
is told by F. H. Roberts, a substantial broker of 
the exchange there. Over two years ago a 
business man of that town came to him and 
wanted to purehase a thousand barrels of oil. 
The market had then advanced and was appar- 
ently quite strong above $1.20. The b. m. had 
just got the fever and it raged so within him 
that there was no relief save in the process pro- 
posed. The oil was therefore bougbt for his 
account, paid for outright by his check, and 
shoved into his trousers pocket. The market 
soon thereafter declined, and continued to do 
so until 52 cents was reached. The gentleman 























stuck to his certificate like grim death through 
all the fluctuations. and seemed to care but lit- 
tle what resulted, until $113 was reached las 
fall. Again he appeared on the scene and in- 
formed the same broker that there was going 
to be a big advance an.| wanted some more oil 
purchased, this time to the tune of 5,000 bar- 
rels. The broker looked at him with astonish- 
ment and remarked that the market had 
already gone up and that it ought to be a time 
to sell He was persuaded to let it alone until 
it broke to 98 cents, At this nothing could pre- 
veut him from getting another certificate. He 
gotit. Adecline followed until the 75 cent point 
was reached, when our hero again put in an ap- 
pearance. This time, however, a change had 
come over him’ His proposition was to put up 
his pair of certificates as margins and go sbort 
5,000 barrels. The broker was astounded and 
begged him to proceed to the nearest fireplace 
and devote his yellow slips to the god of flame, 
He departed without accomplishing that for 
which he came, and has not been heard of since. 
It is acknowledged, however, that this b. m. is 
a fair sample of the average speculator.—War- 
ren Paragraph.

The Canadian Petroleum Trade. 


The trade appears at last to have got down to 
the chief drawback in the way of our prosper- 
ity. We profess to supply Canada with burning 
oil. The judge of this is the consumer, and in 
spite of all the so-valled attempts to further 
the interests of Canadian oil the months of 
January and February showed an increase in 
American importation of high class quality to 
such an extent that half our market was sup- 
plied by it. The fault of all recent joint action 
of our interest bere has been that more refin- 
eries were created instead of our market being 
held, to say nothing of natural increase, 

We have refineries enough. All the capital 
that end of the business requires is in it, and 
what we must get at now is for both producer 
and refiner to really understand what the oil 
business is, and what joint action is required to 
conserve, to say nothing of extending their ex- 
isting interests. Our chief dependence is on 
the demand for burning oils. The other pro- 
ducts are of great consequence, but the chief 
thing is the prosperity of the burning oil 
market. 

We have a tremendous competition, so far as 
quality is concerned, to meet. The better 
quality of Pennsylvania crude for burning oil 
purposes, gives its gigantic monopoly on the 
other side with its absolute control over rail- 
ways,a power of affecting our market that 
nothirg else could give it. The very best pro- 
duct of their oil, out of the heart of the run, is 
specially manufactured, and, in the United 
Staces as here, a large quantity of the extra oll 
is used. It is true that Europe has complained 
of the bad burning quality of the thus impov- 
erished oil that goes there, but without avail 
until the Russian oil supply bas come to ite aid. 
But a superior quality of burning oil is import- 
ed here, no matter how prod'iced, and it makes 
itself felt increasingly as time goes on. 

Under our present system we cannot give the 
public the full benefit of the burning quality 
of our oil, and the aid of Government is to be 
invoked to change it. Being an article that re- 
quires a special provision for the public safety 
in its use, burning oil testsare laid down by the 
Government, 

It will be fresh in the recollection of our 
readers the discussion and action that took 
place on the fire test of oiis several years ago. 
Agr-at deal of American oil of low grade came 
in without testing, and the pyrometer in use in 
Canada was nut at all sufficiently exact, anda 
number of fatal accidents took piace. 

The result of the whole action was that the 
legal gravity of our burning oil was fixed at 
.805 and flashing test at 95 deg. by the Brunel 
pyrometer, modeled upon the Abel instrument 
used in England, This test of 95 deg. is much 
severer than the average testa used elsewhere, 
and the greater imagined degree of safety has 
been secured at the expense of the burning 
quality of our refined. Six years ago this was 
not of so much consequence, but improvements 
in refining and the severe competition with 
American oils bring us down to consider how 
should our oil be handled to secure best burn- 
ing results. 

A petition is being circulated to present to 
the Goverament, asking a change of gravity to 
.800 and fire test to 90 deg. This is most cer- 
tainly a step, and the proper step, in the right 
direction. To give the people good burning oil 
is an absolute necessity for the interests of both 
crude and refined; serve the people well and all 
our present drawbacks will speedily be re- 
moved. If we could only supply our own mar- 
ket fully there would be nosuchbjthing as crude 
surplus here. 

Ninety deg. oil is as safe as 95 deg., and an 
element of burning quality can be retained in 
the one that cannot be retained in the other, 
The demand for crude is only served by the de - 
mand for refined, and tre demand for refined 
can only be had by being up to the times by 
supplying the best burning article possible. 

Our crude is naturally not the best raw ma- 
terial for burning oil mapufacture, and sweat- 
ing all the virtue out of it by manufacturing 
under a too rigid test is now showing that we 
have been following a suicidal policy. Our oil 
has certain good qualities which are obscured 
at present by the legal regulations of manufac- 
ture, and a strong united effort is required to 
change these. 
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Crude men can make up their minds at once 
that prosperity is not possible for them unless 
refiners can do the best possible in the way of 
retaining all the burning virtue that is in their 
crude, and refiners can make up their minds to 
sell out their plant for old junk unless burning 
oil of a higher average quality is supplied the 
Canadian public. 

The natural oil trade is healthy. In spite of 
electric lights and all new lighting inventions, 
petroleum stili remains the best and cheapest 
form of illuminant. The demand grows, and 
what we want is an intelligent, united and 
prompt effort to change the environment of 
our trade and put us in position to do the very 
best with our commodity that it is capable of. 

As there will be more than one mind, possibly, 
as to the remedy proposed, we need not say our 
columns are open to discussion of the subject. 
One thing is certain, if our production and 
samples are to be used by the country,it must be 
in the form the country will take it.—Petrolea 
(Ont.) Topie 
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New Oil Pipe Line Companies. 


Mr. Alfred Smedley, superintendent of Con- 
struction of the National Transit Line, has se- 
cured the rights of way from the Washington 
county oil fleld to Pittsburg for a six-inch pipe 
line. It will pass through Allegheny to a con- 
nection with the line constructed from the 
Butler field several years ago to Herr’s Island, 
thus becoming a part of the general pipe line 
system. At Ewing’s Mills, four miles from 
Washington, will be the pumping station of 
the line. The engine will have a 25-inch cyl- 
inder with a 6% plunger and the line a capacity 
of 8,000 barrels a day. As soon as the right of 
way is assured the line will be commenced and 
pushed to early completion. 

Mr. Smedley will also at once begin to lay a 
three-inch pipe line from the Shousetown fleld 
to Pittsburg. The pumping station wili be 
Shannopin, on the Lake Erie road. It is the in- 
tention to complete this line before the Wash- 
ington line is done.

Seventy Cent Oil and the Driil. 


A feeling of despondency seizes the Allegany 
operators when they hear of a big strike some- 
where and they retire contemptuously from the 
field without a word to say or any thought of 
the future. This was the remark of a gentle- 
man who has been informing The Era man that 
he would wind up operations datin~- three 
months back, but every monthly report he is 
credited thereon with one producer, one drill- 
ing well and a rig building. When told that he, 
and in fact the operaturs in general, would con- 
sistently keep the drill in motion if they went 
to the end of the world to finda spot barely 
wide enough to accommodate the drill they 
would work unconscious of any evil, the gen- 
tleman in question looking at the scribe sarcas- 
tically and moreover rather indignant at the 
way he spoke, remarked: “Any common sense 
man can readily see that there is no money in 
it.”” Of course, as the reporter is not a common 
sense man he could not see it in that light, and 


. accordingly set to work to figure it all out. As 


most of the work now is on the hills, they have 
to go about 1,800 feet, which, including casing 
and tubing, costs on an average of $900. Add 
$300 more to this for a rig, $200 to put the well 
in pumping order, and $50 for torpedoing it, 
and it sums up to $1,450, and this is giving the 
producer considerable odds, as nearly every 
well costs $1,500. Now,if there is no money in 
drilling in the small territory at the present cost 
when oil is ranging in the seventies, why is it 
that they keep constantly boring for it? If 
they are aiming to give work to the driller may 
they be crowned with blessings, but if they are 
working for pleasure, may heaven help their 
pocketbooks, for we can’t, and with this the 
aforesaid scribe meandered to Clarksville. 

It seems strange that the producers should 
grumble at our present price of oil when they 
keep hacking away with the drill. With the 
exception of the Bradford field the drill is used 
almost as extensively as though we had higher 
priced crude. The Bradford producers are 
more precise in their decisions, as when they 
make up their minds to stop work they do it 
with a will, and they remain at a standstill 
until there is an outlet pointing to better 
times. 

In May, 1881, when Allegany was in her in- 
fancy, she showed an average da‘ly production 
of 200 barrels, In June, 1882, which was her 
palmiest days, she showed a maximum daily 
production of 22,500 barrels, when she began to 
weaken, and two years later we find her with 
an average daily production of 800 barrels. In 
December of the same year her production was 
700 barrels, and yesterday she showed an esti- 
mated production of 550 barrels. 

The Union Oil Co. are closing up business in 
this field preparatory to retiring from here. 
They have sold 112 wells for about $500 per 
well, They have only fourteen more in this 
section. 

Wellman, Miner & Smith are also closing up 
old accounts. They sold 18 wells, 10 engines, 3 
boilers and 15 tanks on lot 39, and 9 wells, 3 
engines, 2 boilers, and 10 tanks on lot 31 to Mr. 
Irvine, of Richburg. The 27 wells are all lo- 
cated in Bolivar, and are pumping 20 barrels 
per day, consideration $12,000, subject to one- 
quarter royalty. They have left six wells pro- 
ducing four barrels, one boiler, three engines 
and seven tanks, which they will probably close 

out.— Bradford Era, 


The Stock and Petroleam Exchanges 


at War. 

The Stock Exchange has opened war on the 
Consolidated Stock and Petroleum Exchange 

earnest. All Stock Exchange members are 
forbidden to hold any business relations with 
its young and powerful rival. 

A correspondent of the New York Times 
treats upon the subject in this style: 

The number of individuals and moneyed in- 
stitutions throughout this country which have 
patronized the New York Stock Exchange 
through the medium of its members, up to a 
recent date, bas probably been larger than the 
total number of those who have patronized all 
other exchanges put together, leaving out the 
Oil Exchanges; and the amount of commis- 
sions paid has probably been greater; aad as 
its business success, yes, even its existence, de 
pends upon the patronage of the public, 
equity and fair play would scem to demand 
that in all matters wherein the public is inter- 
ested its policy should be a liberal one; but is 
it not a fact that its policy has always been ex- 
actly the reverse? 

Its rate of commission has always been ex- 
orbitantly high. For the past 14 years it has 
had almost the entire stock and bond business 
of the country, and its policy to the public has 
been that of arrogant and absolute monopoly. 
If the above statements are facts, it would 
seem that those interested would hail with de- 
light the successful establishment of a rival 
Stock Exchange, which would adopt a liberal 
policy both toward its members and its patrons. 

A few faets concerning the Consolidated Stock 
and Petroleum Exchange may be of interest to 
the public whose favor it seeks and hopes to 
win through an openhanded and liberal policy 
—a policy of “ liye and let live.” 

The membership of this Exchange on March 
24, 1883—then under the name of the New York 
Mining and National Petroleum Exchange— 
was 479. It is now 2,403 and limited to that 
number. Its treasury is ina flourishing con- 
dition, each year since its organization show- 
ing alarge increase of receipts over expendi- 
tures. The gratuity is established on a secure 
and firm basis, the surplus thereof amounting 
to over a quarter of a million of dollars. The 
insurance on the life of each member in the 
gratuity fund is $8,090, and the assessment 
amounts to about $80 perannum. The annual 
dues are $30. 

One would say that its history during this 
time does not bespeak decay, but wonderful 
vigor and growth. Its growth in business, and 
its improved standing as to the character of 1ts 
membership in ability, wealth, and social posi- 
tion, has beeo fully in keeping with its ad- 
vancement in other respects. As an oil ex- 
change, it is well understood that it is the 
leading one in the country; as astock exchange 
its position is already established; its brilliant 
success in this respect has astonished its most 
sanguine friends. 

The average daily total transactions in stocks 
the first month after consolidation with the 
New York Petroleum Exchange and Stock 
Board, which took effect February 28, 1835, was 
about 22,000 shares per day; the sixth month 
was 32,400 shares per day; and for the last 
mouth, from February 19 lo March 19, was 101,- 
450 shares per day. 

It will be seen that its business in stocks has 
been like the growth of the exchange in other 
respects, gradual and certain. The following 
aresome of the advantages to be gained by 
those doing business in and through the Con- 
solidated Stock and Petroleum Exchange; 

All contracts, unless otherwise specified, are 
made for final settlement on Monday ot each 
week, and through the Clearing House. The 
purchaser has no interest to pay up to the day 
of settlement, and the seller has no charge to 
pay for the use of the stock he has sold, no 
matter how scarce the stock may be, until the 
day of settlement. 

The usual rate of commission is one-sixteenth 
only and not one-eighth, as under the monop- 
oly, iron-clad rule of the New York Stock Ex- 
change. 

The clearance system, or manner of settling 
contracts in the Consolidated Stock and Petro- 
leum Exchange. is practically as follows: The 
system calls for adaily clearance and a positive 
weekly settlement of all contracts, which takes 
place on Monday of each week. 

The daily clearance is effected for two rea- 
sons: First,to complete a settlement ofall 
closed contracts; second, to make all outatand- 
ing contracts to the closing prices of the 
previous day. On Monday, settlement day, 
the receipts and delivery of balances only is 
necessary, and the history of the Exchanges in 
Europe proves that the balances are less than 
15 per cent. of the total transactions. The cost 
of clearing through the clearing department 
that is now being established, practically under 
control of the Exchange,will not exceed 5 cents 
for each 100 shares of stock. 

The management of the New York Stock 
Fxchange, composed, as it always has been, of 
its wealthiest members, has always opposed a 
clearing department. Why? Because it would 
offer the same facilities to all for settling con- 
tracts, whether rich or poor, and the doctrine 
of equity and fair play toward its poorer mem- 
bers, it would seem, has never been a part of 
the ethics of the management of said Ex- 
change. 

The general adoption of this system of clear- 
ance by all the Exchanges in this city, and 
even throughout the country, should be hailed 
with delight by those interested in banks. 


whether as stockholders or depositors, for it 
does away with the frightful risk of certifying 
checks, and the atill greater risk and danger of 
carrying stocks and bonds from office to office. 

The success of this Exchange means sooner or 
later an entire revolution in this city; 
first, in the manner of dealing in 
stocks and bonds; second, in the manner of 
clearing same or settling contracts; third, in 
reducing the regular rate of commission to just 
one-half of that now charged by the New York 
Stock Exchange, and, fourth,in the gereral 
policy of all large Exchanges toward their 
members and the public. 

All these changes will be greatly to the in- 
terests of those patronizing Exchangesin gen- 
eral; hence the Consolidated Stock and Petro- 
leum Exchange looks confidently to the pub- 
lic for encouragement and patronage and to 
the press of this city and of the country at 
large for earnest, hearty and fearless support. 

The action of the Stock Exchange Governors 
in prohibiting the members of that institution 
from trading in the Consolidated Stock Ex- 
change from holding any telephonic or tele, 
graphic communications with that Exchange 
was posted on a bulletin in the Consolidated 
Exchange March 25th, and was surrounded by 
a number of cartoons and bogus proclamations 
intended to portray the feeling of the members 
in regard to the action of the older Board. 

Among the humorous proclamations were 
the following: 

A member of the Stock Exchange, whose 
wife is a sister-in-law of one of the members of 
the Consolidated Board, has applied for divorce 
by order of the Stock Exchange Governing 
Committee. By way of retaliation, it is ordered 
that all engagements between members of the 
Consolidated Exchange and daughters of mem- 
bers of the Stock Exchange are hereby declared 
null and void. 

It is stated that a member of the Stock Ex- 
change, whose wife is the sister of one of the 
members of this Exchange, has applied for di- 
vorce, by order of the committee of the Stock 
Exchange. 

“Let no member of the Stock Exchange 
speak toa member of the little board around 
the corner,” “Hang the banner on the out- 
ward wall. Let there be no such word as fail.” 
“War declared. The first gun fired!” “Let 
the galled jade wince. Our withers are un- 
wrung.’, “ Who’s afraid?’ ‘“‘Ob, ye boycot- 
ted,” and other scintillations that excited 
laughter and applause. 

A big cartoon represented the Stock Ex- 
change as a big boy without any apples and the 
opposition Board asa little boy who had scooped 
in an armful of apples. The big boy is blubber- 
ing and cries, “I won’t play with you any 
more!” This was intended to indicate that the 
new Exchange was scooping business from the 
old Board. 

Secretary Ely, of the Stock Exchange, said: 
“Weare not trying to crush a fair, open eom- 
petitor, and thus to secure a monoply of the 
stock business. The Consolidated Exchange 
can deal in stocks and bonds as much as it 
pleases, but we have every reason to believe 
that it is stealing our quotations, and that it 
pays $7 000a year to a certain firm whose busi- 
ness consists in stealing our quotations and sell- 
ing them to bucket shops and the Consolidated 
Exchange. That Exchange has on its floor 
three of our stock ‘tickers,’ which cannot be 
removed because it has procured an injunction 
restraining the Gold and Stock Telegraph 
Company from removing them, but these ‘tick- 
ers’ are old-fashioned ones, and the Consoli- 
dared Exchange obtains our quotations by 
some speedier means, and we understaud that it 
obtains them from this firm, who steal them 
from the Western Union wires.” 

President Wilson, of the Consolidated Ex- 
change, said to a reporter: “Any one who says 
that this Exchange steals the Stock Exchange 
quotations says what he knows to be untrue. 
We obtain the quotations by regular contract 
with the Western Union, for whicb we give due 
consideration, and in a few weeks we shall have 
a ‘ticker’ service of our own, which will report 
all our quotations in oil, railroad stocks and 
bonds, and mining and miscellaneous stocks.”

The past week has not brought forward any 
new development in the market for paints and 
colors and business has been rather backward. 
Dealers are looking hopefully forward to next 
month, when they expect that the delayed de- 
mand will set inin earnest. Every indication 
favors the belief that the spring trade will be 
large, but bad weather and the labor troubles 
all over the country have acted as serious 
drawbacks and dealers’ anticipations have 80 
far been only partially fulfilled. The business 
at present is confined to the supplying of de- 
mands for current consumption and it is ex- 
pected to continue so for the next week ur two. 
There have been no changes in prices in any of 
the articles on the list, the general tone of the 
market being one o: steadiness. The labor 
strikes in Belgium and the destruction of im- 
portant factories there has had a very favora- 
ble effect upon the glass market here. Several 
meetings of glass importers have been held 
during the week to take action upon the state 
of affairs induced by the Belgium troubles. The 
particulars of these meetings will be found in 
our glass market report below. 

White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

The pig lead market is in a better position 
than at this time last week, the low prices then 
ruling having stimulated the demand and re- 
lieved the market of a portion of the load of 
foreign lead pressing upon it. The sales 
amount to about 400 tons at 4 80@4 85c. The 
market closes with 490c now asked for spot 
lead. Messrs John Wshi & Co, writing from 
St Louis under date of March 27, say: ‘About 
a hundred tons prompt shipment lead was sold 
on basis of 4 77}4@4 80c, and somewhere in the 
neighborhood of two hundred tons late April 
and May corroding sold at 4 75c.° Outlook for 
a cessation of the strike is at this writing almost 
as uncertain as it was a week ago, although it 
is useless to say its end is predicted by a ma- 
jority of the business men as almost moment- 
arily. It seems to have been the impression of 
agreat many of our Eastern correspondents 
that the existing railroad trouble here pre- 
vonts shipment of lead to the East temporarily. 
In this we wish to correct them by saying that 
the channels of supply cut off by the strike 
are those of the chemical brands. Manufac- 
turers of desilverized and other refined brands 
have not been molested, and their shipping 
facilities continue uninterruptedly. The de- 
struction of the Desloge Works by fire, which 
occurred on Sunday last, will lessen the supply 
of chemical to aconsiderable extent during 
the next five to six months, the time predicted 
it will take to rebuild the same, In 
sympathy with a stronger and advanc- 
ing market in the East, the tendency 
at the close is a healthy one, holders 
firmly asking 480c for common and refined.” 
Under date of Chicago, March 27, Messrs. Ever- 
ett & Post, eays: “The week just closing has 
been featureless, partly owing to effects of 
labor troubles which have created a feeling of 
uneasiness. The nominal price has been 4 80c 
but asmall lot was offered at 434c and sold 
quickly, and at the close 4 80c is asked. There 
isafair inquiry noticeable andas stocks are 
small all around and production show# no in- 
crease, we see no reason for a decline unless 
brought about by manipulation, Foreign mar- 
ket has improved some 10s for selected brands 
and 5s for common which has had tendency to 
strengthen values at the seaboard, 495c being 
bid for corroding lead today.” 

The white lead market has not changed since 
our last so far as prices are concerned. It was 
supposed that the object of the corroders meet- 
ing in Cincinnati last Wednesday was to ad- 
vance prices, but no such action was taken. 
The meeting was called for the purpose of 
settling a difference of opinion between Weat- 
ern corroders regarding future deliveries,a 
question affecting the interest of the entire 
trade. Therule permitting future deliveries 
would have expired on April ist, but in view of 
the difficulty in the West it was decided at the 
Cincinnati meeting to drop thisrule at once and 
consequently no further sales for future ce- 
livery willbe made. The demand for lead in 
oil is rather light at present, as the principal 
buyers have been receiving supplies on old 
contracts. An increased business is looked for 
after April lst. ‘The quotations are as follows: 
For Jead in oil in quantities of less than 600 lbs 
in wood 7}¢c per lb net; 500 lbs and over 7c, 60 
days or 24g per cent for cash in 15 days from 
date of invoice. Lead in oil in 25 lb, 124% lb and 
assorted 1 and 5 lb caus is quoted at iéc, lc and 
2c respectively above the keg price. Rebates 
are the same as heretofore, and are payable at 
the end of the year. 

American oxide of zinc continues in demand 
and there is no opportunity for an accumula- 
tion of stocks, The market is firm and un- 
changed. For French there is a fair job- 
bing inquiry which is supplied at steady

REDS, 

The demand for English venetian red con- 
tinues to be of a jobbing character, and only a 
a moderate amount of business is doing. There 
has been no change made in prices, dealers 
quoting 1 42}4@1 45c for Cookson’s on the spot 
according to quantity, and 1 10@1 30c for other 
brands. Cookson’s to arrive is quoted at 135@ 
1 40c, and other brands at 1@105c, Domestic is 
selling fairly insmall way to meet current re- 
quirements and remains steady in price. Fa- 
vorite brands are held at 1 25@1 30e. 

Carmine has a steady demand though small 
lots only are wanted. The manufacturers have 
made no change in their prices, quoting $3 15@ 
8 26 according to quantity and style of packing. 

Quicksilver vermilion is receiving a fair share 
of attention though buyers continue to regu- 
late their purchases in accordance with their 
immediate necessities. Prices remain unaltered 
the manufacturers quoting 52c in bulk, 53c in 
bags and 57c in smaller quantities. 

There is afair jobbing cal! for artificial ver- 
milion but there are few large orders. Prices 
show no change and may be written steady. 
We continue our quotations of 18@2ic for the 
medium and better grades and 7@l6c for poorer 
qualities. 

Although it has been ‘stated that the price 
egreed upon by the manufacturers of red lead 
might be shaded, we do not find any one who 
would be willing to accept less than 6c, partic- 
ularly asat the present price of pig lead there 
is no profit in the oxide at this figure. There 
is very little doing at present as buyers are 
well supplied. 

Litharge is quiet and unchanged. The high 
cost of the pig metal keeps the market firm and 
we know of nuthing obtainable below 53(c, 
while up to 6c is demanded for small lots. 
There are no large buyers in the market and 
the jobbing demand is light. 

Orange mineral occupies the same position as 
at the date of our last. Domestic is in fair re- 
quest, but foreign is not receiving much attan- 
tion. The market is firm and prices are un- 
changed. Of domestic we note sales of 20 tons 
at 8c. We quote 84@%c for German, French 
or English, according to quantity and position, 
but no doubt these figures would be shaded on 
large purchases,

WINDOW GLASS. 


The reports of the burning and destruction 
of seven or eight of the Belgium glass works 
by strikers have had a very unsettling infiu- 
ence on the market for French window glass 
during the past week and have led to a very im- 
portant advance in prices. Two meetings of im- 
porters were held in thiscity,one Saturday and 
another yesterday afternoon, the object being 
to bring about a general advance. At the Sat- 
urday meeting there was nothing of a definite 
nature accomplished, partly on account of the 
vagueness of reports regarding the extent of 
the damage done, and partly because of the 
differences of opinion existing between the im- 
porters. It was thought at first that the pur- 
pose of the meeting was to effect a combina- 
tion of the importing interests, but no such 
result followed the conference, and the im- 
porters do not appear to be bound in any way 
by the conclusions arrived at at Monday’s ses- 
sion. Matters seem to be still very much un- 
settled, and probably several days will elapse 
before prices reach a permanent basis. It is 
learned that an understanding between the 
importers, which, however, does not amount 

oa binding agreement, fixes the discounts at 
70, 10 and 5and 75 percent. It is believed that 
a further advance will occur in a few days, 
but this will depend largely upon whether the 

resent rate is maintained in theinterim. The 
conditions all favor a considerable advance. 
The destruction of the Belgium works, which 
include some of the largest in that country,will 
practically shut off shipments to the United 
States for several months to come and the 
stock here, although considered large, will not 
be sufficient to supply the trade until new stock 
begins to arrive, particularly as the assort- 
ments on hand are poor. This will leave the 
market bare of supplies at the beginning of the 
most important season. Unless there was 
more glass ready for shipment which escaped 
destruction than is generally suppo3ed, the few 
invoices on the way will not add much to the 
available supply, In this connection the fol- 
lowing statistics of stocks and imports will 
prove interesting:

sortments pending the stoppage of supplies 
from the other side. In fact, we understand 
that some of the importers have already taken 
steps to provide for possible emergencies by 
placing contracts for considerable quantities 
with the American factories.

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The Window Glass Market. 


The window glass trade is still greatly de- 
pressed, though there has been a fair move- 
ment of large sizes from this city during the 
past two weeks. Thereis no improvement in 
prices, and the manufacturers on the gas belt 
are vieing with the Eastern and York State 
manufacturers, and all are cutting under where 
a desirable order presents itself. The Eastern 
manufacturers are especially bitter in their 
complaints against Pittsburg manufacturers, 
and claim that the latter have gone right into 
their market, in sight of their factories, and 
have advertised their goods as “Pittsburg win- 
dow glass, melted and flattened with natural 
gas, the best in the world,” and offered it at a 
much lower rate to their customers than they 
had been in the habit of paying for honest, old 
fashioned Jersey glass. Pittsburg manufac- 
turers op the other hand nay “these Jerseymen 
are giving their glass away,’’ and aver that they 
are compelled to refuse orders at dealers’ quo- 
tationsevery day. Dealers in Chicago insist 
that they can buy glass as low in this city as 
anywhere, and name the firms having sold at 
certain low figures, and the best evidence that 
dealers tell a straight story is that the firms 
named, when confronted with the quotations, 
do not deny having made the sales. The opin- 
ion is largely held by the window glass workers 
that there is at least a tacit understanding 
among manufacturers in this city to hold 
prices so low as to force New Jersey and New 
York manufacturers out of blast, and the won- 
der is that they are holding out so long. The

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prices during the entire blast make this view a 
very plausible one. Indeed, prices have de- 
clined as stocks have decreased. Stocks in 50- 
foot boxes were as follows in 1885: July 831,055, 
August 693,841, September 576,358, October 410,- 
688, November 325,129, December 328,994. In 
July, 1885, singie strength was quoted and sold 
at 65@5 and 75@10. and D. S. at 75@10@5. That 
was when there were over 800,000 boxes press- 
ing into market. In November, when stocks 
reached the lowest point of the blast, prices 
were quoted at 75Q10@5, S. 8.; 80@5, D. 8 

Reasoning from this state of affairs, and see- 
ing that when stocks were lowest prices fol- 
lowed, it wouid seem logical that stocks having 
piled up to 615,024 boxes March Ist, that prices 
should get back to within a shade of what they 
were in July last. But reason, facts, data, 
comparison and logic all fail just now. when 
applied to the window glass trade. 

One thing may throw a little light on the 
subject, and explain why the so-called outside 
manufacturers are sticking so hard. The 
Western men played a sharp gamein February, 
1884, and led the outsiders to believe there 
should bea general shut down. Dates for a 
total suspension of all factories were set re- 
peatedly. York State and New Jersey manu- 
facturers largely suspended, but Western 
factories run till the end of the blast or nearly 
80, and sold their glass at a better price than it 
has since commanded. It looks as if this time 
the outsiders do not propose to be caught in the 
same trap, and are going to run as long as any- 
body. 

The recent meeting of the national commit- 
tees of the window glass manufacturers and 
workers was interesting from more than one 
point of view. It showed first the folly of our 
ruinous systems of industrial conpetition; 
seeond, the strength of organized labor and its 
power to dictate wages when firmly united,and 
third, the disposition or capital to pile its bur- 
dens, the burdens of its own creation, on the 
shoulders of toil. 

Manufacturers calling a meeting of their 
workmen, explaining to them the terrible 
plight their reckless cutting of prices has re- 
duced them to, and then asking the latter if 
they cannot suggest something to let them out, 
is interesting from the fact that it is in strong 


contrast to the manufacturers who “want to 
run their business their own way.” Of course 
itis plain that what Mr, Bodine wanted when 
he asked the workers for a suggestion was 
really a reduction of wages, and to that part 
of the subject we desire to call attention. 
When we talk about the impudence, audacity 
and effrontry of labor, we must leave for some 
other day the consideration and intention of 
those who make a gloomy statement to labor, 
and ominously pause for a suggestion. The 
idea, however, of shifting the burden resulting 
from the reckless cutting of prices on Jabor is 
not & new one, nor is it confined to this coun- 
try.—American Glass Worker. 
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Dispute Over a Paint and Oil Trans- 


action. 

Whittier, Fuller & Co., of San Francisco, bave 
commenced an action against F. B. Taylor, E. 
M. Miller and others, to recover $25.000 damages 
fur violation of a contract, says the Alta Cali- 
fornian. Plaintiffs claim that on the Ist of 
January, 1880, F. B. Taylor for a valuable con- 
sideration piid to him by D. G. Scofield and 
Henry Tevis:sold them his paint and oil busi- 
ness at 120 and 122 Front street, and by the bill 
of sale he agreed not to carry on business in 
that city and county, but the purchasers were 
allowed to keep the name of F. B. Taylor & Co, 
for advertising, etc, On the 3lst of December, 
1883, Scofield & Tevis resold the business to 
plaintiffs together with the goodwill and con- 
tract of F. B. Taylor & Co. Plaintiffs claim 
that since this date Taylor has openly violated 
his agreement by buying and gelling oils, etc., 
in that city and county; that defendant Miller 
is an agent of Taylor, and that during tne past 
twelve months Taylor’s sales have amounted 
to $10,609 They therefore ask for an injunc- 
tion restraining him from doing business and 
for an accounting, 

The injunction bas since been granted and 
Mr. Taylor had ten days in which to file his de- 
fense. Thetradein New York are interested 
in the resuit of the case. The goods shipped 
on the clipper ship last September from New 
York, are said to have belonged mostly to Mr. 
Taylor, They arrivedin San Francisco about

Aluminum Brouze. 


Prof. T. Egleston, the founder of the School 
of Mines at Columbia College, New York, in 
1864, and professor of metallurgy in that insti- 
tution, spent several hours in Cleveland, en 
route to his home from Southeastern Kentucky 
where he has been engaged for the past few 
weeks in making a private geological survey. 
While in Cleveland he made a Visit to the 
Cowles Electric Smelting and Aluminum 
Works on Mason street for the purpose of learn 
ing what he could of the company’s method of 
producing aluminum. When seen by a Cleve- 
land Leader reporter Prof. Egleston said: 

“The discovery of aluminum was made in 
Paris some forty years ago by a celebrated 
French chemist named Deville. The product 
was exactly the same as that produced by the 
Cowles Smelting Company, but the process was 
altogether different, and the Deville bronze 
was 80 expensive that it could not be utilized 


to any general exteut. With the Cowles pru- 
duct ite cheapness is so greatly in ita favor that I 
am sure, when soit becomes known abroad, it 
will work a complete revolution in the price of 
all articles manufactured from it. It isa most — 
beautiful compound and I am satisfied that it 
is destined to come into general use in many 
ways.”

Vegetable Oils. 

There has been no material change in the 
lingeed oil situation since our last report, the 
general features of the market being the same 
as for several weeks past. The uncertainty 
concerning the action of the Western crush- 
ers with regard to the attempted consolidation 
prevents any improvement here, and until this 
question is settied or a marked change in the 
demand occurs no improvew@fit in prices caf 
be expected. There if an impression here that 
the efforts to revive the consolidated 
company have been abandoned for the 
time being. However this may be, no 
headway has been made with the scheme for 
some time past, the various interests concerned 
rendering it difficult to decide upon any basis 
of consolidation which promises to be perma- 
nent. The city crushers are still quoting 4i@ 
45c but do not appear anxious so sell at the in- 
side price. Western oil is offered here to ar- 
rive at low prices, but the practice which has 
been adopted of calling any oil made beyund 
the Hudson “Western” rendérs it a matter of 
difficulty to give an intellffétit report. The 
nominal quoattions are 42@41c3 but there are 
offers to sell at 40 and 41c. This low priced oil 
is believed to be of Philadelphia make or from 
other points in the Alleghenies. There is very 
little business doing of any kind, the demand 
being restri¢te@ to jobbing lots for current 
wants. 

Céttonseed off has been moving along quietly 
without any disturbing element to mark its 
path. Prime crude has not been peddled 
around lately to any important extent, most of 
the business solicited being for off color which 
is still offering in various grades from 18@23c" 
A lot was offered to-day at 18c without finding 
buyers. Holders of small lots of prime oil con- 
tinue to quote 25@25k¢c, but larger quantities 
bring less money, & we have sales of 600 bbis 
prime for New York delivery at 2434c, with 
other offerings diftéct from the South at sime 
figure, with the intimation that 24c would buy. 
Many traders would like to know how the 
“cat is going to jump.” They have 
been filled up with reports of mills stopping, 


short supply of oil and reduced receipts of ¢eed |’ 


at enhanced prices, and still the general market 
is not made to boom or to improve even slight- 
ly. No doubt the origin of low prices is to be 
laid at the door of lard and greases and when 
they improve, the cottonseed ofl market may 
follow; but to find a drooping condition of 
things one day and expect an important reac- 
tion soon after, is not among the natural course 
of events this season at least, The cottonseed 
oil market, altho igh not devoid of speculation, 
has not b2en an inviting field to the bulls and 
bears, and comparatively littie business has oc- 
curred on speculative account since January 1, 
Some New York parties had an unfortunate 
experience last season in looking too far ahead 
and expecting too much; but this season finds 
them participating in more of the hand to 
moutth order of business and exercising cau- 
tion. Everybody seems to have tankinge and 
soap stock for sale; offerings are free at 1@134c, 
the latter for tankings, and buyers are urged 
to make bids. The movement is limited. It 
may be important to our readers to learn that 
the American Cotton Oil Trust have purchased 
the two mills at Waco, Texas, formerly the 
property of F. M. Nelson of Memphis, 
and we hear that other import- 
ant milis are negotiating in the same direc- 
tion. {We also understand that contracts 
are béing thade for thé néSeasary machftiery to 
clean and crush upwards of 400 tons of cotton 
seed per day on the premises of the Planters’ 
Oil Compatiy at Néw Orléans, now owned by 
the American Cotton Oil Trust. 
ready for operations the coming season. 


fined cottonseed oil has changed hands at 
lowér and higher figures than were quoted at 
this time dst week, but the flactuations were 
confined Within 61ie cent per gallon for prime 
summiér yéllow. Occasiotially a Séuthérn re- 
finer sends his product here to be sold without 
regard to market value, and in such cases 
prices are slaughtered to realize cash. There is 
no difficulty to dispose of limited quantities 
at }éc below the regular schedule, but it must 
be a choice article to bring }}c above the mar- 
ket for prime, which is apparently steady at 
the moment at 20}¢c. Two transactions 
of 100 bbis each are reported at 296 
for strictly prime summer yellow and on Sat- 
urday some unimportant business was done at 
30c, but despite the combined efforts of most 
sellers the market bas not been lifted from the 
rut. On Monday and to-day appearances rather 
indicated a wéaker feeling, buyérs were 
unusually scarce and there was more pressure 
to sell, but not under 29}¢c. If the libéral re- 
cefpts continue andthe pres@nt limited ofttlet 
is not eularged, there may be some weak hold- 
ers anxious to unload. Some good contracts 
for March are being filled and we believe no 
one is short of supplies for this Month's de.

Production is steadily increasing and runs 
and shipments, which for some months have 
been widely apart, are creeping up to each oth- 
er. The persistent wildcatter has been getting 
in his work in good shape and as a result of his 
labors we have the pools at Kane, Washington 
and at Lima and Findlay O. 

Butler county has come to the front witha 
new pool. While the great railroad strike in 
the Southwest had the effect of depressing val- 
ues, the great bear of the West, as far as petro- 
Jeum has been concerned.;was the Coast well at 
Kane. The well once reported as a gusher 
turns out oniy a moderate producer for the 
Kane district. 

Washington county, that landof surprises. 
sprung the Miller & Guffy'well on the trade last 
week, This well procured oilin a horizon ut 
terly foreign to its neighbors and goes to show 
that Washington developments are. by no 
means certain. After agitating on Saturday 
the well yielded 12 bbis an hour. During its 
first day’s life it produced about 150 bbls. 

Of this surprise the Derrick says: The well is 
a@ great scratch and demonstrates what Wash- 
ington can do in the way of surprises when she 
sets herself about it. The Cradle factory well 
opens up no new territory, and it comes in too 
late tostrengthen confidence in the old. It 
may have the effect to stiffen afew infirm 
spines, but the initiated oilman who knows the 
meaning of now-you-see-it-and-now-you-don’t, 
oil territory will coldly look on and ask “What 
are you giving us?” It is a good well for the 
spot, and a fine one anywhere, and it will make 
a barrel of money for the owners; but a 200 
barrel well in the Cradle factory lot 
does not guarantee a ten barrel well 
on the Shirls farm 80) feet to the 
southwest of it. 

“No more does it prove anything in connec- 
tion with the Hallam wells on the Clark farm 
northwest of it. Because the Hall well, that is 
still further to the northwest on the same gen- 
eral line, isa light well in the Gordon eand 
The producing rock of the Guffy well is a very 
superior sugar sand, and no doubt the well will 
be astayer. The owners are Wesley S Guffy, 
Emmet Queen, Miller, the owner;jof the lot 
and another party. The sand was struck at 
2,400 feet. The contractor pays for 72 days’ 
work, but the actual drilling time, according 
to Mr Guffy is 64 days, There is 620 feet of 1¢ 
inch pipe in the well and 1,260 feet of 55g cas- 
ing. Considerable time was lost through fish- 
ing in the big hole. Then they found enough 
gas in the Gantz sand to make a bonfire of their 
rig and thus consumed eight more days’ valu- 
able time. 

“The older wells of the district continue their 
teetering motion. Some days up and other days 
down and among the best of them the fact is 
beginning to dawn upon the owners that it re- 
quires nearly constant agitation to keep them 
up. The Manifold well on Saturday morning 
gauged 192 barrels, the Dyer at the same time 
was doing 422 barrels, two days before it made 
280 and the previous one 456, and three days be- 
fore that 384; the Thayer was producing 200 
and the Gordon 175 barrels. The total pro- 
duction of the ficld is 1,230 barrels from 16 
wells, being an average of 176 barrels tothe 
well. Three wells, however, produce more 
than two-thirds of the oil. 

“The Dyer well is the best in the field and to 
keep it above 400 barrels a day constantly drill- 
ing is needed. This well is 2,230 feet, or was 
when it was first struck; it is just as much 

eeper as they have drilled since, and 2,330 
would put them in the fifty foot. Sometimes 
there is no partition in the sands and it is all 
sand from the top of the fifty-foot to the bot- 
tom of the Gordon sand. If that should be the 
case with the Smith well and the sand contin- 
ues to be productive from top to bottom it is 
easy to imagine that the Smith will not only 
continue to be a big well, but will be a long 
ived affair. 

“The history of this field as now understood 
shows that two big wells in the same horizon 
have never been found side by side. There is 
some consolation in this fact. Another fact is 
that no two wells have found big oil in sepa- 
rate horizons in the same well, and this may be 
cousidered a horse azainst the field. The thirty 
foot being so prolific on the northeast end there 
is room for reasonable doubt that the Gordon 
rock will be barren where the fifty foot is rich, 
The Smith well since January 10 has produced 
and put in the line upwards of 24,000 barrels of 
oil, all sold above $1; highest $1 11; lowest $1 01. 
In addition to the customary eight cent premi- 
um on lower country oil the Washington oil 
farmer realizes pipage charges which swells his 
premium up to 28 cents a barrel.”’ 

The latest surprise;came from Reibold in the 
shape of the Grandin well. ‘It isa 200 barreler 
and like the Benton Oil Company’s well at 
Tarkill, show that the old flelds may yet be de- 
pended upon to lessen the breech between 
shipments and runs. 

A Macksburg special says: ‘*The Decker well 
on the Holland farm, two and a half miles 
southeast of Elba and a half a mile north of the 
Salem,isdownand dry. Only three feet of 
sand was found, and that inferior, hard and 
not productive. The well is about midway be- 
tween Boden & SBorckman’s dry well at 
Schramms mill and Chapin & Chapman’s duster 

on the True farm. It certainly condemns that 
section.” 

Sunday the Coast or Thyng well at Kane 
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put about 300 bbls into tank. Advance figures 
of the monthly report of field operations,which 
found their way from the field, were decidedly 
bearish. On March 27th the total new produc- 
tion was estimated at 5,290 bbbls an increase of 
1,938 bbls as compared with February. With 
the close of the month to-morrow these figures 
will be considerably increased. The indications 
are that the production for March will be 
greater than it was during any month in 1885. 

Up to the 27th 292 well had been completed, 
an increase over the previous month of 27 wells 
Fifty of them were dry, an increase of 15 over 
the February totals. At the same time 391 rigs 
were up or building, an increase of four in that 
department. Thirty-six more wells were drill- 
ing than in February, The total number of 
wells drilling and rigs up or building in Penn- 
sylvania and New York was 794 against 754 on 
February 28. 

To-day the net stock of oil in the custody of 
the pipe lines is about 32,000,000 barrels; the 
daily average excess of pipe line deliveries over 
runs is about 7,000 barrels; the charters average 
nearly 43,000 barrels daily and refined oil is sell- 
ing at 75gc per gallon. Two new fields in Penn- 
sylvania are awaiting full development, with 
their limits still largely undefined! and while 
the wells opened in these regions are nothing 
to compare with the fertility of the Thorn 
Creek “‘gushers” they are important in size 
and profitable to the producer; they show re- 
markable permanence of yield and in many in- 
stances have been increased by deeper drilling. 
In addition other smaller pools are being open- 
edup. Europe declines to satisfy more than 
its immediate needs and the competition of 
Russian petroleum appears to be sufficient to 
check the accomplishment of a high range of 
values in the export trade. 

In its review of the week, the Derrick says: 
**Though the market stiffened up on the last 
day of the past week, the general tone of the 
six days’ business was weak. The average 
price of oil was 7544c, which was 23<c below the 
average of the preceding week. The week 
opened with sales at 765gc and closed at 743¢c. 
Monday, the dullest day, witnessed slight 
changes in prices from Saturday’s. On Tues- 
day there wasan advance from the opening, 
but the closing was %c below the first figure. 
On Wednesday there were two bearish factors 
at work. Stocks were weak and the Coast well 
at Kane made a good showing. Thursday wit- 
nessed sales at the lowest price of the week, 
73c, though the market rallied from this point 
before the close. Friday had for its agitator 
the Thyng well, which put prices down to 73c 
again. The lowest and closing figures were 
the same as Thursday. On Saturday the stock 
market stiffened up and this circumstance not 
only improved crude, but refined as well. The 
runs have been making considerable headway 
and they approach nearer the shipment figures 
than for many weeks past. Barring the field 
and stocks there has been little to move prices. 
What movement there is is decidedly down- 
ward, and it is just what might be reasonably 
expected, judging by the number of coubtful 
wells hanging over the trade.” 

The Bradford Star fires this shot at produc- 
ers who are everlastingly seeking for new fields 
toconquer: ‘The producers who continue to 
drill and wild cat in the hope of getting some- 
thing to mystify the trade are the worst ene- 
mies to the business and no honest man would 
be sorry to see them suffer for their perversity. 
But unfortunately it is the mass of small pro- 
ducers who follow the business legitimately 
that are the sufferers by the machinations of 
the manipulators and alleged producers who 
wreck values by sending lying telegrams when- 
ever it is to their interest todo so. The mar- 
ket may go lower; everyone is whining for 60 
cent oil. They ought to get it, but let it be dis- 
tinctly understood that this paper is a friend to 
the market and a firm believer in dollar oil in 
the year of our Lord 1886.” 

Oil sold to-day at 7144c, the lowest price 
touched in months. The Hemlock Oil Com- 
pany’s No 1 otherwise the Frank Andrews well 
on warrant No 3,152, in McKean county, was 
the Sullivan which knocked out to-day’s mar- 
ket. This venture is about six miles north of 
present developments at Kane and if itis really 
a good well, opens up # large and unlimited 
area of virgin territory. On Saturday the well 

was reported by Scout Tupper, as 1950 feet be- 
low the surface. It wasduethisweek. The 
same company’s No 2 on the same warrant is 
1400 feet deep. 

Scout Haskell telegraphs that the well is near 
the top of thesand. He did not say that the 
well had found a showing of oil, Brokers were 
in receipt of dispatches from Oil City and Pitts- 
burg saying that the well had entered the sand 
and was showing large. This was the bear 
which smashed the market’ sending 
prices down to 71!4c. Other reports had it that 
the well was shut down and the derrick board- 
edup. A gentleman conversant with all the 
facts gave itas his opinion that the well was 
not yet in the sand. Opinions differ, but the 
sensitive market cannot stand such reports, 
whether true or false. Time will tell the story. 
Meanwhile the trade anxiously awaits authen- 
tic news from this important venture. 

Other field news was to this effect. The 
Union Oil Co’s well on lot 419, Kane, gushed 
out 114 bbis in 13 hours; their well on lot 420 
put 255 bbls into tank during the 24 hours end- 
ing at 9 o’clock this morning, The Sutton well 
on the Kersting farm, Butler, reported as do- 
ing 100 bbls a day is actually producing only 10 
bbisaday. The Lincoxjwell, two and one-half 
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miles southwest of Greece Gity, has been 
boarded up and will be worked as a mystery. 
The Washington wells were not officially heard 
from. 

There wasa break of 2$gc in crude values 
on Wednesday. The Coast well at Kane was 
used as a market crusher with disastrous effect. 
The peg once removed, prices went off to the 
dogs. The range was 763¢@74c, and the closing 
74c, bid here and at Oil City and Pittsburg, and 
7444c at Bradford. The Bradford “Star” of 
Wednesday scored the trade in this wise: “The 
break of two cents this afternoon is hard to 
account for. The air was full of rumors of 
riots and mysterious gushers. Itis said that 
the break started in Oil City, while others claim 
that in the New York Exchange the Coast well 
was reported to be showing fr a large gusher. 
The facts are if the latest information is relia- 
ble the sand has not yet been found. But so 
long as the mass of speculators, many of whom 
are alleged producers, continue to pound down 
the product which made them the only honest 
dollar ever they earned in their lives, it is 
suicidal to expect that capitalists will come in 
and buy the stuff.”

Alleged Impurity of Quinine. 


Some months ago Dr. de Vrij drew attention 
to the optical method of distinguishing the al- 
keloids of cinchona bark and to certain results 
he had obtained by applying this method to the 
examination of quinine sulphate of commerce, 
The inference drawn from those results was that 
commercial quinine sulphate always contains 
from 5.47 to 18.46 per cent. of cinchonidine sul- 
phate. The fact that some samples of commer- 
cial quinine sulphate contained cinchonidine 
sulphate had long before been pointed out, but 
according to general experience this was not in- 
variably the case, and it appeared that what 
was true in these results of Dr. de Vrij’s was 
not new, and what was new was not correct. 
Dr. Hesse, among others, gave distinct expres- 
sion to this view. In a recent number of the 
American Pharmaceutical Record Dr. de Vrij 
has again taken up this subject,and has, by 
means of further optical determinations, en- 
deavored to sustain his previous assertion that 
all the quinine sulphate of commerce contains 
more than five per cent. of cinchonidine sul- 
phate. The material operated upon for 
this purpose was quinine sulphate that 
had been manufactured by Dr. Hesse 
himself at the works of Messrs. Jobst, 
of Stuttgart, and it bore satisfactorily the 
test of purity prescribed by the German Phar- 
macopeeia. According to Dr. de Vrij’s experi- 
ments this quinine sulphate gave in one in- 
stance 9°46 and in another 7°82 per cent of cin- 
chonidine sulphate. The difference of 1°64 per 
cent between these results is ascribed to a loss 
in one of the experiments, but it is not clear 
how such a loss, amounting to one-sixth of the 
cinchonidine sulphate, should have occurred, 
and it seems more probable that the optical 
method of analysis adopted is untrustworthy; 
perhaps only an optical illusion. 

Since the publication of these results Dr. de 
Vrij has extended his criticism of quinine sul- 
phate and in the Nieuw Tijdschrift of this 
month publishes the results of his examination 
of the make of the two priacipal English man- 
ufacturers of this article, reporting the amounts 
of cinchonidine sulphate to be as follows:

The makes of quinine sulphate which are 
now impugned as containing large amounts of 
cinchonidine sulphate are among those which 
bear the highest reputation for purity, and it 
may be expected therefore, that the publica- 
tion of these results will lead to further in- 
quiry into the value of the optical method of 
analysis by which they were arrived at. Though

other authorities are of opinion that it cannot 
be relied upon. Dr. Hesse, who has given 
great attention to this optical method, consid 

ers that it is even capable of indicating the 
presence of cinchonidine where it does not ex- 
ist at all, or from three to four times as much 
as there really is present, and the inferences 
drawn from results obtained by this method do 
not appear to have any greater value than that 
by which Dr, de Vrij was led to state that the 
total alkaloids of succirubra bark always pos- 
sess @ particular rotatory power by which their 
origin may be recognized, an inference that has 
now been completely exploded and ascertained 
to be necessarily erroneous.—Pharm. Jour, and

Certificates alleged to have been given by 
well-known members of the medizal profes- 
sion, are presented to show that “‘it is admitted 
by the most eminent physicians that the @is- 
covery of Kaskineis the grandest step ever 
taken in the march of medical science.”” * * * 

The Phar. Rundschau, after a chemical ex- 
amination of Kaskine, says it is nothing more 
nor less than granular sugar, without any in- 
finitesimal medication or flavoring whatever. 

This analysis placed such physicians as 
Loomis, Pallen, Drake and others, in a very pe- 
culiar position. as they are among, the most 
prominent of their profession in this city. 
They were accordingly interviewed by a rep- 
rentative of the Druggists Circular and repudi- 
ated the whole thing in the most positive 
terms. By Prof. Alfred L. Loomis our reporter 
was informed that the Kaskine Company had 
no authority to use his name in any way. that 
he never made the statements accredited to 
him, and that he had instituted suit for $10,000 
damages against C. N. Crittenton, the agent for 
Kaskine. He further stated that Kaskine had 
been tried in Bellevue Hospital and found to 
beinert. Speaking of Prof. Fred R.S. Drake 
his associate, Dr. Loomis stated that the fore- 
going remarks applied equally to him. 

A call was next made upon Prof. Jos W. 
Howe, who said that Kaskine had not been en- 
dorsed by St. Francis’ Hospital, as was alleged, 
ang that his name was used without the slight- 
est authority. 

The Kaskine Co. was at first composed of a 
Mrs. Dunn and her husband, but has recently 
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been incorporated under the same name, and 
has now a strong financial backing. 

Its makers claim that Kaskine is pure cance 
sugar (evidently the smallest size of homeo- 
pathic globules) containing ten per cent. of a 
newly discovered principle from bitumen. It 
is made by dissolving this new principle in ab- 
solute alcohol and maverating the sugar glo- 
bules in the solution for several hours, after 
which they are dried before bottling. 

It is claimed that the new principle 1s vola- 
tile,and that it could not be detected by any 
chemiet, unless he knew beforehand what it 
was. 

A series of careful analyses of Kaskine were 
made specially for the Druggists Cireular by 
several of the best chemists in this city. They 
all report it to contain over 99 per cent of cane 
sugar; about the same result would be obtained 
from a pure article of sugar. The volatility of 
this “new principle” probably explains why 
chemists cannot fird it, as it might have es- 
caped in the early part of the manipulatious. 

The new company make no claims, but say 
they will investigate the medical properties of 
the substance thoroughly, and be satisfied of 
its merits, before they place it on the market. 

The whole thing looks to us as if Kaskine was 
nothing more than the smallest size of homeo- 
pathic globules, the kind used by “high poten- 
cy”’ physicians, medicated in the usual way 
with an alcoholic tincture of bitumen. All the 
evidence points to this, and it would seem that 
the physicians quoted “did not know it was 
loaded.”” In the words of the pamphlet, “‘it is a 
medicine of the highest putency.”—Druggiits

An Accommodating Oil Well. 

The Smith-Dyer well is holding up at more 
than 400 barrels a day, a fact that is all the 
more surprising because nobody except the 
owners believed it would respond with re- 
newed action under the drill, and some of the 
owners were by no means certain upon that 
score. The well has improved and it stays up. 
The two hours of drilling done thereon some 
weeks ago could not have been on the square,or 
the well would then have shown the effects of 
it more forcibly than it did. The fact that the 
well is a stayer is amply demonstrated, and 
what is particularly noticeable about her is 
that she will stay wherever they put her. The 
Dyer is one of those accommodating wells, 
oftener heard of than seen. 

When the owners want 300 barrels a day all 
they have got to do is to pull a string, set the 
indicator at 300,and presto! the thing’s done, 
When less is desired the dial is again changed 
and the well in recognition of the demand sees 
the change and complys therewith without a 
murmur. If this sort of thing continues no 


one can foresee the moment when Jo Craig 
may want 500 or 600 or 1000 a day out of the 
well and fix the dial accordingly; from what 
the trade has seen of the well it is not assum- 
ing too much to say that the well wiil prompt- 
ly answer the call. The possibilities of this 
wonderful well seem to be limitless, 


But they are not; time will tell against it, so 
surely and effectually as it has all other wells, 
and the day is coming when even the Dyer will 
have to hvstle to make ten barrels a day. 
Washington has worn so many masks that no 
one, except possibly the illstarred adventurer 
himeelf, will be surprised to see dry holes with- 
in a stone’s cast of the spouter. This of course 
is not anticipated, but it is needless to remind 
an observant and intelligent public that the 
unexpected not infrequently happens in this 
“glorious climate.” The Pew & Emerson 
mountain sandece is holding up near the 200- 
barrel line, and speaking of surprising circum- 
stances, a country capable of freaks like this is 
not worthy the confidence of a yellow dog. 


Anywhere except Washington or Red Valley, 
a mountain sand well would be denounced asa 
public nuisance, but in these mongrel districts 
the same are tolerated simply because they 
can’t be helped. The Weaver well, which was 
called dry because it hadn’t enough oil to de- 
serve a better name, was tubed yesterday. 
Some of the pumping wells are having a great 
deal of trouble with cutting cups. This is sug- 
gestive to say the least. Nobody ever yet has 
seen wells that had nothing to pump that would 
not cut its cups. They all do it, and the poorer 
the wellthe more trouble on its cups. The 
Thayer weil is again under 200 barrels, and the 
lately bombarded Gordon is below 100 barrels 
aday. These wells cannot be induced to stay 
with themselves like the Smith well does.— 
Derrick,

New Discoveries of Petroleum in 
Hanover. 


Since October last trial borings for petroleum 
have been going on at the Jenisen Gute Mod- 
esse iron grounds near Peine. Besides the iron- 
stone, which according to analysis contains 
19.46 per cent. of iron ore, a yaluable bed of 
earth has been struck which is over 20 metres 
thick and contains about 78 per cent. lime. On 
the 25th ult., however, at a depth of 53 metres 
traces of oi! were found of such a decided 
character that it is believed that oil springs 
may be expected. According to this find the 
views of geologists, who have for years main- 
tained that the oil vein in this district coming 
from Brunswick takes a westerly direction 
towards Oelheim. are confirmed.—Kuhlow’s

The general demand for drugs is light com- 
pared with the volume of business usual at this 
time of the year. There are so many disturb- 
ing elements at present, that in the interior 
market the spring trade is much delayed and 
the dullness ‘s naturally reflected here. Until 
the weather becomes more settled and the 
labor complications are adjusted, no marked 
improvement can be expecte’. The demand 
at present is confined almost wholly to small 
lots and broken packages und the goods pur- 
chased now are taken generally with the un- 
derstanding that they are to be carried over to 
next month’s account. Notwithstanding the 
general depression, values are very well sus- 
tained and the changes for the most part are 
unimportant. Among the articles which have 
advanced during the week are the oils of cubeb 
and lemongrass, while cassia oil has declined. 
Carb ammonia and star aniseed are also lower.

There has only been a moderate demand for 
opium during the past week. This however is 
generally the case at the close of the month. 
Prime quality of high test in single cases is held 
firm at $3 10@3 15 as to holder, with some hold- 
ers declining to sell at the inside figures. The 
sales compriee 3 cs at $3 10 and 2 cs of selected 
high test at $3 15; also 6cs of prime old quality 
at $310. For a quantity to arrive there 
are still sellers at $2 00@2 0 in 
bond, as to quantity and date of 
shipment, but pending the unsettled 
condition of affairs throughout the- country 
buyers are reluctant to go into any large spec- 
ulation, even though prices are low. For bro- 
ken cases as wanted there continues a fair de- 
mand, and in the aggregate the sales foot up to 
fair dimensions. Buyers however restrict their 
odrers to selected quality for which they gen- 
erally have to pay $320, although there are 
sellers at $315for prime quality. Powdered 
opium is meeting with the usual jobbing de- 
mand, with $420 being bottom figure named 
for the present. 

There has been a fair consumptive demand 
for morphine during the past few days; the 
bulk of the orders, however, are for shipment 
after the first of the month. Values remain 
steady at previous quotations, viz, P & W $260 
in eighths, R & S $220@250, K &M $215@ 
240.and R & R $2 05@2 35 as to quantity and 
style of packing. Scotch is meeting with the 
usual jobbing demand at $2 00@2 25 as to brand, 
quantity and style of packing.

Review of the New York Drug 


Market. 

By the courtesy of Mr. D.C. Robbins, of the 
firm of McKesson & Robbins, we are enabled to 
publish the followlng synopsis of his 28th 
annual report of the New York drug market 
for 1885, from advance sheets furnished on 
Saturday. The report was prepared forthe 
Chamber of Commerce, and will accompany 
the other annual reports of that commercial 
body for last year: 

The drug trade in medicinal and technical 
goods for the purposes of medicine or for use 
in the various yrts sppears to have fully shared 
all the vicissitudes of the period. Prices have 
tended toward lower values, notwithstanding 
there bas been an improved demand for many 
articles during the year. Purchases for con- 
sumption bave been cautious and frequent,and 
in lesser quantities than heretofore. The busi- 
dess of the year may be said to have been 
healthy but less remunerative than usual, be- 
cause lower values for goods, more cautious 
purchases and more frequent settlements have 
necessarily involved an increased ratio of ex- 
pense in the transaction of business. 

Government statistics for the fiscal year 
which terminated June 30, 1885, declare the 
total value of all goods for the past year to 
have been 577,527,329 dollara, against 667,697,693 
dollarsin the previous year 1884, and 722,180,914 
dollars in the year 1883. 


The total customs revenue of the same year 
was, in 1883, $213,371,939; in 1884, $193,716,531; in 
1885, $180,815,743, showing a steady falling off in 
the value of imports, as wel! as in receipts 
from customs. 

The import value of dutiable drugs in 1885 
was $16,308,831, against $18,260,700 in 1884; and 
of free goods in 1885, $29,766,232, against $33,80 
210 in 1884, making the total import of a 
goods, free and dutiable,in 1885, $46,075,063 
against $52,063,910 in the previous year of 1884 
and $50,867,165 in 1883. The figures for 1884, 
however, for free goods, varying as they do 
from the general tendency, are exceptional, 
and due to an enlargement of the free list, 
which led to increaged imports of free goods 
during this year. 


The import of cinchona bark during the past 
fiscal year, for the first time in a period of five 
years, increased in quantity. We imported in 
1885 8,559,691 pounds of cinchona bark, against 
2,588,307 pounds in 1884, and the import of 
quinine during the same period also shows a 
small increase. We imported in the fiscal year 
which terminated in 1885 1,390,126 ounces of 
quinine, valued at $1,292,794, against 1,263,732 
ounces in 1834, valued at $1,610,163, 

Opium is the next most important drug, and 
it is noteworthy that the import of this article 
for manufacturing purposes bas largely in- 
creased. The imposition of a duty of $1000 
per peund on prepared opium for smok- 
ing purposes has very largely transferred the 
manufacture of this preparation from the East 
Indies tu this country. We imported of crude 
opium in 1885, 361,609 pounds, against 264,746 
pounds in 1884, 229,012 pounds in 1883; 227,126 
pounds in 1882, Tie consumption of goods for 
medicinal purposes, as bas frequently been re- 
marked, varies but little,and only incresses 
from year to year with the increase of popula- 
tion. 

Of prepared or smoking opium, however, we 
imported in 1+85, 36.475 pounds, against 1,166 
pounds in 1884, and 298,153 pounds in 1883, when 
the customs tax was $6 per pownd, and an ad- 
vance of duty from $6to $10 per pound was 
proposed, against 106,221 pounds in 1882, The 
consumption of this preparation at the present 
time is estimated as exceeding 150,000 pounds

Acid Phosphate. 
A. L. SARDY, NEW YORK. 


While, as stated last month, several thousand 
persons are engaged in mining the phosphates 
of South Caroiina, probably a still greater 
number find employment in their transporta- 
tion and manufacture into fertilizers. The first 
step in this process, which is taken at the 
mines, is to thoroughly wash the phosphate to 
free it from mud and all foreign niatter. This 
is done by machinery contrived expressly for 
the purpose. After washing, the rock is usu- 
ally kiln-dried, and is then ready for shipment 
to the fertilizer manufactory, where it is 
crushed into coarse particles by powerful 
crushers, and is then ground almost as fine as 
flour, burr stones being generally used, 
although some prefer iron mills, which have 
recently been invented or improved and ac- 
complish the purpose successfully. The finer 
the material is ground the better the product 
will be, other things being equal. After grind- 
ing, the phosphate is treated with sulphuric 
acid, the chemical action of which renders the 
phosphoric acid which it contains soluble or 
available as plant food. The exact proportion 
of acid which it is best to use, and the proper 
strength of theacid, depend to a considerable 
extent upon the kind of phosphate, whether 
the river or land variety is used, the amount of 
carbonate of lime in the phosphate and the 
fineness of the grinding. With the best quality 
of rock, finely ground and carefully mixed 
with acid of the proper strength,it is quite prac- 
ticable to produce a superphosphate contain- 
ing upwards of 14 per cent. of soluble and re- 
verted phosphoric acid, of which about 12% 
per cent. should be goluble in water and the re- 
mainder in citrate of ammonia. While it can- 
not be doukted that soluble phosphoric acid 
obtained trom South Carolina rock is just as 
valuable as that obtained from any other 
source, the argument is sometimes advanced 
that the insoluble portion is less valuable than 
in a superphosphate made from bones, If the 
acid phosphate is properly made this insoluble 
portion is so small as to be hardly worth men- 
tioning, as will be seen by the following recent 
analysis of dissolved S. C. phosphate, made 
from high grade land rock:

The impression prevails to some extent 
among the farmers in the Northern States that 
8. C, phosphate is used in fertilizers simply as 
an adulterant or make-weight, und only serves 
as a base with which to mix the real fertilizing 
ingredients. To those who have studied the 
subject it is, of course, unnecessary to say that 
this is a great error; but, for the enlightenment 
of others, the above analysis is inserted to show 
them that this phosphate, when properly dis- 
solved, is one of the most valuable ingredients, 
if not the most valuable, in any fertilizer, 

More than two hundred thousand tons of 8. 
C. phosphates are used annually by the fer- 

_ tilizer manufacturers of the United States. 
This represents a product of nearly half a mil- 
lion tons of acid phosphate, or sufficient to sup- 
ply six or seven per cent.of available phos- 
phoric acid to a million tons of fertilizer, that 
being about the present yearly consumption 
in thiscountry. The question may well be 
asked, where could this enormous amount of 
phosphoric acid have been obtained to supply 
the most necessary element of fertility to our 
exhausted farmsif this “rock’’ had not been 
found? “Echo answers, Where?” 

The machinery and plant for grinding the 
phosphate and manufacturing sulphuric acid 
being very elaborate and expensive, the loss in 
weight during the process of manufacture 
quite large, and the competition in the business 
very keen, the profits are now so small thata 
large number of fertilizer manufacturers find 
it more economical as well as more convenient: 
to buy their acid phosphate ready-made than 
to prepare it themselyes. The usual method of 
selling acidulated 8. C. phosphate at wholesale 
is by the unit of available phosphoric acid, the 
price per ton rising or falling with the analy- 
sis, which is perfectly just for both buyer and 
seller. Refuse or “sludge’’ acid from the oil 
refineries is sometimes used in the preparation 
of acid pI osphate, but the higher test, superior 
mechanical condition and freedom from offen- 
sive odorof the goods from new acid more 
than counterbalance the additional cost of its 
use.—American Chemical Fertilizer. 
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An Improved Aspirator for Labora- 
tory Use, with Low and Vari- 
able Water Pressure.

The necessities of the laboratory sometimes 
require the use of a high vacuum for protract- 
ed intervals, when the use of the Bunsen pump 
is excluded on account of the space necessary 
tosetitup. This fact and the failure of the 
aspirators inthe market to secure a high vac- 
uum with a low and variable water pressure, 
was the incentive which led to the investigation 
of the subject. It seems that the aspirators 
generally sold are constructed empirically, and 
that no attempt has heretofore been made to 
determine the correct condition upon which an 
aspirator working with water pressure must be 
constructed. A series of practical experiments 
was instituted to determine if possible, the 

orreet principle upon which an aspirato’ 


working with water pressure would have to be 
constructed, which would give the highest 
vacuum with the minimum water pressure. It 
was found by varying the angle of the diverg- 
ing cone, an essential feature in the aspirator, 
that its capability of producing a vacunm 
varied considerably, and it was also found that 
as the angle of the cone varied, the quantity of 
water discharged also varied, and that the 
greater the capability of discharge the cone 
possessed, the higher the vacuum resulted, thus 
indicating the direction in which the problem 
must be solved. For since water in falling is 
governed by the same laws which govern sol- 
ids, and asa mass falling from a given height 
exerts a definite amount of energy in its fall, in 
order to secure the rame amount of energy 
from a body falling from a lesser height, the 
mass must be increased; that is, the mass must 
be inversely in proportion to its height; simi- 
larly with water. 

A column of water 34 feet high will support a 
column of mercury 30 inches in height, or the 
pressure of one atmosphere. In order to se- 
cure the same result from a less “head’’ of 
water, a greater volume must be employed,and 
this led directly to the consideration of that 
form of tube or nozzle which had the greatest 
coefficient of discharge, for it was self-evident 
from the results of the preliminary experi- 
ments that such a form must be the desired 
one, and this was subsequently verified. 

The form of nozzle which has the greatest co- 
efficient of discharge was shown by Venturi to 
be atube, the interior of which presents the 
appearance of the frustum of a cone, the sides 
of which diverge at an angle of 5.16 degrees, 
and whose length is 9 times the diameter of its 
lesser base. The discharge was in this case 25 
times greater than through a thin plate, and 
1.9 times greater than the theoretical discharge 
Haswell). The form of the mouth or approach 
to the conical discharging tube was also shown 
by Venturi toexercise a decided influence on 
the coefficient of discharge, and a funnel-shaped 
mouth-piece whose sides were rounded bya 
cycloidal curve was adopted, as it afforded the 
least resistance to the influx of water. 

The aspirating hole is bored atthe junction of 
the mouth-piece and the conical discharging 
cone, and should not exceed one-third the 
diameter of that of the lesser base, A lateral 
tube is joined to the aspirator at this po.nt, and 
contains the check valve. 

Unless the discharging water completely fills 
the conical diverging tube, no aspiration 
will take place. Some device must therefore 
be employed to retard the initial flow. It is 
for this reason that conical diverging nozzles 
give their best results when submerged, but 
in the case of the aspirator the same end is 
more conveniently gained by adding a straight 
section of tube, of somewhat larger diameter, 
containing a partial diaphragm, 

An aspirator was constructed upon the fore- 
going data, and subjected to rigid and repeated 
trials in practical work for more than a year, 
and the results were entirely satisfactory. It 
produced a vacuum which would support a 
column of mercury equal in height to that of 
the barometer, less that which was due to the 
tension of aqueous vapor. 

This r@sult could be reached by as low a 
water pressure as 534 lbs, equaling a “head” of 
water 12.5 feet high, and to secure this vacuum 
with the greatest rapidity eight ar nine pounds 
were sufficient. Higher pressure than this 
gaye no better results. 

For purposes of filtration a pressure of two 
to three pounds only is needed. No aspirator, 
however, is of any practical service unless pro- 
vided witb an efficient check valve. Indeed 
the construction of this part or the apparatus 
gave the most serious trouble, the well known 
Bunsen valve, and other similar devices were 
found unreliable for any length of time, but 
the difficulty was overcome by an ingeniously 
constructed vaive, designed by Mr. Joseph 
Ketchum, mechanical engineer, and subse- 
quently improved by Mr. Chapman, of Brook- 
lyn, who still further perfected the apparatus 
in several valuable details, and who now makes 
the aspirator. 

The apparatus thus constructed produces the 
vacuum before described, regardless of varia- 
tions of water pressure, and the valve holds 
indefinitely. 

An aspirator working with water pressure 
has many advantages over one working with a 
fallof water There is no great length of pipe 
needed, and consequently no danger of freez- 
ing. It can more easily be placed in position, 
A vacuum of any degree can readily be ob- 
teined, by regulating the flow of water. An 
attachment for producing a blast can be more 
cheaply added, andthe blast regulated by mod- 
ifying the flow of water. 
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Another Washington County Oil Sur- 
prise. 

Again has Washington been pulling ita favor- 
ite product, namely, wool, over the eyes of the 
trade. This time the thimble rigging oil rock 
which underlies the new Grampian hills has 
been getting in its work on the cradle factory 
lot in the interest of J.M.Guffy. Hereina 
lonesome and by no means popular section of 
the field, where no oil was expected nor prep- 
arations made for its reception because the 
owner had no contidence in it, is a well that 
finds oil in the Gordon sand, having found none 
anywhere else, and which on the eleventh bit 
flows like a Kane gusher; about noon when it 
dawned upon them that the well was in earn- 


est, and having oil was determined to produce 
it, they shut down and began to cast about 
them for tankage. This is one of the strangest 
freaks yet developed in this atrocious field of 
ct ance. 

The president doubtless had the Washington 
oll field in his mind’s eye when he was delivered 
of the lingual twins “innecuous desuetude.” 
It started up at eight barrels an hour, and for 
aught the public outside of woolman’t para- 
dise know to the contrary, kept up the pace 
throughout the afternoon and night. The well 
is located on a small lot being the fractional 
part of an acre, situate in the northwest corner 
of the Shirls farm It is known far and wide 
as the Cradle factory well and is owned by Mil- 
ler & Guffy. The special object of the enter- 
prise was gas. It is located 120 rods northwest 
of the Gantz well and 40 ruds due east of the 
McKinney well on the Montgomery farm. Es- 
timates on the result based upon its location 
with reference to surrounding territory before 
the sand was struck would not have been very 
flattering to the well. At this writing the well 
is flowing upwards of 190 barrels a day. 
Whether it will be benefitted by further drill- 
ing remains to be seen. 

The result, however, fully justifies the epi- 
thet the “Derrick” long ago applied to this 
field, namely, that Washington was a treacher- 
ous old bear. The Smith or Dyer weil has been 
acting up monkey shines anew. Joe Craig on 
Wednesday last gave the restraining cord a 
twitch and Sammy Watson jumped the produc- 
tion up from 300 to 480 barrelsa day. Yesterday 
it was down to 456 barrels, but it is plain as two 
and two make four, that all the lost space can 
be restored by an hour’s vigorous exercise 
with the drill. The Thayer well was stirred up 
at the same time and responded with 216 bar- 
rels. Gordon No.1 is back to 75 and sinking, 
and the Pew & Emerson well is under 200 bar- 
rels. This firm look to the Wylie farm well to 
come in shortly. It has gasin the Gantz rock. 
The next ten days will be pregnant of interest 


among the Washington wells.—Derrick. 
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Importing Russian Petroleum into 
Austria. 


A Vienna correspondent writes: “An Austro- 
Hungarian company has obtained the conces- 
sion for transporting petroleum trom the great 
wells in the Caucasus district to Europe by 
railway or boat. The company has already 
distributed two hundred imaiense tanks along 
the Baku-Batoum Railway line,and pipes are 
laid from the Batoum station to the pier,where 
the oil will be run into boat tanks specially 
constructed for the purpose, Three million 
poods of petroleum are ready for transport. 

“The introduction of Russian petroleum into 
Austria, which is chiefly undertaken by Hun- 
garians, who work two very large oll refining 
mills at Fiume and Pesth, besides fourteen 
smaller ones, has given rise to aconflict be- 
tween the Hungarian and Austrian Ministries 
which threatens to prevent the renewal of the 
ten years’ commercial treaty. At present Cau- 
casian petroleum pays a duty, as raw oil, of 
from sixty-eight kreutzers to two florins per 
hundred kilograms, according to its illuminat- 
ing [power, while it is really half refined, so 
that all the Hungarian refineries make a large 
profit from the difference in duty between raw 
and refined oil to the detriment of the Galician 
petroleum industry, and the import of refined 
American oil, in which Trieste is largely inter- 
ested. The Hungarians will not yield, and just 
now the conflict occupies the press on both 
sides more than the whole Eastern crisis 
Judging by former experience it is probable 


that the Austrians will ultimately give way.”

The Fuel of the Future. 

Among the great attractions of Pittsburg to 
the metallurgical engineer, natural gas cer- 
tainly ranks first. Pittsburg had been growing 
and developing its industries, even before the 
introduction of this fuel, at a marvelons rate, 
but the many advantages—one of which is re- 
duced cost--that the introduction of natural 
gau brought have added a further Impulse to 
this already phenomenal rate of progress. 

How long will the natural gas last? is of 
course the question that every one asks, and 
one is generally answered: “The Chinese have 
had natural gas wells blowing and this fuel in 
use, for two centuries at least, and we know of 
places in our own country where natural gas 
bas beenin use for many years.” The infer- 
ence might be drawn that it is likely to last for- 
ever, ur that the supply is infinite. The facts 
are, however, that the gus occurs in very limit- 
ed areas, thougb probably not so limited as pe- 
troleum, but being a compressible fiuid it will 
take longer to exhaust agiven field. Prof. J. 
P. Lesley puts it as follows: 

“1. As gas is a direct product of petroleum 
by spontaneous evaporation, the life of the gas 
production will be limited by the amount of 
the volatile elements held in a definitely limited 
quantity of petroleum existing under grounds; 
and therefore those who are producing and 
using this enormously valuable mineral sub- 
stance should take every precaution to prevent 
its waste, seeing that it is bound to come to an 
end. 

“2. I have for a long time looked upon the 
extension of the Butler oil belt in a general 
southwest direction through Washington and 
Greene counties and into Virginia as probable, 
and I believe now more confidently than ever, 
since the drilling of the Washington district 
wells, that a considerable addition to our oll 
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and gas wealth will be made in future years by 
along series of oil and gas strikes at greater 
depths in that direction.” 


Will the final exhaustion of natural gas be 
disastrous to the industries that have come 
into existence or have been greatly developed 
by its use? This is a question frequently asked, 
and sometimes answered with a pretentious 
shake of the head. 


We see no cause for anxiety. That the sup- 
ply will certainly give out, we believe has al- 
reudy been proved by the rapid reduction of 
pressure at the wells now running; but the ad- 
vantages that Pittsburg is now enjoying above 
every other part of the country will certainly 
lead to the adoption of gaseous fuel elsewhere. 
Gaseous fuel is beyond al! question the fuel of 
the future, and those who have not been 
favored by nature with a supply ready made 
must and will make it from coal. Manufac- 
turing industries, and more particularly metal- 
lurgical industries, such as iron and steel man- 
ufacture, glass, brick and pottery making, 
smelting and refining of metals, etc., will here- 
after depend almost exclusively on gas. 


Water gas is the most concentrated form of 
gaseous fuel that we can expect to produce 
economically, and the present revolution 
caused in Pittsburg by the use of natural gas 
will quickly be followed by a no less important 
revolution in the East and elsewhere by the 
general use of water gas. Natural gas will 
greatly hasten the day that the Engineering 
and Mining Journal has looked and worked for 
during the past twelve years, when our anthra- 
cite, both that now lying waste in our culm- 
banks and that freshly mined, will be convert- 
ed into water gas and brought to our centers 
of consumption through large mains, or be 
manufactured trom coal at the great centers in 
large and economical establishments. 


With water gas at 10 cents per 1,000 feet, the 
East will be able te compete with Pittsburg in 
many industries now threatened by the econo- 
my of natural gas over coal. 


In Pittsburg water gas at say 7 cents and nat- 
ural gasat8cents are cheaper than the phe- 
nominally low-priced coal that this great in- 
dustrial center has been blessed with. 


In developing the use of water gas our East- 
ern industries will not only be saving them- 
selves from extinction, but will be preparing 
the means by which the great industries of 
Pittsburg will prosper and grow without inter- 
ruption or set-back when the supply of natural 
gas has been exhausted. 


In other words, the utilization of natural gas 
will prove of benefit to other districts than 
those in which if is used, and we see no cause 
for anxiety on the part of manufacturers in 
the East, provided they realize the fact that the 
day of the wasteful consumption of coal as 
now used has gone by, and that gaseous fuel is 
the fuel of the future. Those who do not early 
appreciate this fact will succumb, but “the fit- 
test will survive.’’-—Eng. and Min, Jour,

A Suit About Tallow. 


Lowenthal, Livingston & Co., of San Fran- 
cisco, have commenced an action against Mich- 
elssen, Brown & Co., of the same place, to re- 
cover $3,420.91, damages sustained by breach of 
contract. In their complaint plaintiffs allege 
that in January, 1885, the defendants submitted 
samples of tallow and asked plaintiffs to take 
charge ofa large consignment for Liverpool. 
A contract was drawn up and by the tering the 
defendants shipped 365,386 pounds per bark 
Simari, and the plaintiffs advanced $20,096.23. 
When the tallow arrived in England it had 
been sold to various parties as per samples 
sent, but the buyers refused to accept it, as 
they claimed it was of inferior quality. The 
result was that plaintiffs had to submit the 
matter to arbitrators, who decided that plaint- 
iffs were entitled to a discount of $3,420.91, for 
which judgment is asked.

Sandal Wood Oil. 


Ata recent meeting of the Pharmaceutical So- 
ciety of Great Britain, the chairman exhibited 
a young specimen of the tree which yields the 
so-called West Indian sandal wood oil; this had 
been sent by Mr. R. Conn, Her Majesty’s Con- 
sul at Puerto Cabello. No species of Santalum 
occurring in the American continent, he had 
supposed that the plant must belong to some 
other natural order. An examination of the 
leaves showed that this was the case, and that 
the plant be’onged to the Rutacec, and was 
probably nearly allied to the genus Xanthoxy- 
lon, from which, however, it seemed to differ 
in several particulars. No plant correspond- 
ing exactly to it could b3 found in the national 
herbaria, either at Kew or at South Kensing- 
ton, and it probably belonged to a hitherto un- 
deseribed species. Unfortunately in the ab- 
sence of flowers and fruit it was impossible to 
fully describe it. The structural peculiarities 
of the leaf were, however, under investigation, 
and he hoped ona future occasion to be able 
to give further details. Meanwhile it might be 
regarded as tolerably certain that the so-called 
West Indian sandal wood Oil is the product of a 
rutaceous plant. With respect to the medicinal 
value of the volatile oil, which is only about a 
third of the price of genuine sandal wood oll, 
he had been informed that in this country and 
Australia it was rejected by retail chemists, 
but was sold to a considerable extent in the 
United States,

The market during the past week has been 
very quiet. The strikes which have been pre- 
vailing all over the country has had a very pre- 
ciflable effect on the demand for chemicals. 
Since the opening of the week, however, there 
has been rather more confidence shown since 
the reports that the strikes have ended, 
as is seen by the numerous’ orders 
which have come to hand to forward 
goods promptly, The advance of 5 shillings per 
ton all around in ocean freights which has just 
come to hand, no doubt is having a decided in- 
fluence in the demand from consumers who 
are taking advantage of present low prices to 
stock up before an advance to cover present 
cost of freight occurs. Causticsoda and bleach 
have both arrived quiet freely, and the same 
may be said of chlerate of potash. Nitrate 
soda has further advanced, which has stimulated 
buying to a large extent. The other light 
chemicals are all steady, as noted below. Mr. 
D. B. McCulloch, in speaking of the Liverpool 
market under date of March 18th, says: ‘The 
chemical market has further relapsed, and 
there is very little passing. Salt cake and soda 
ash weaker. Causticsoda lower. Bleaching 
powder in buyers’ favor. Soda crystals dull. 
Chlorate of potash neglected, Montreal pot- 
ashes very flat, citric acid less depressed. Ni- 
trate of soda hardening on spot; several car- 
#0es at port of call sold at full prices. There 
has been an active demand for sulphate of am- 
monia for prompt and early delivery, witha 
sburp advance of fully 20s per ton in some 
cases; not much doing forward.” 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent of the various 
Liverpool makes, is only wanted in a limited 
way, asnearly all of the large consumers are 
under contract for this fire and very little in- 
quiry is reported for shipments to come for- 
ward in the fall. The only sale of any import- 
ance reported is one of 300 tons of Sullivan’s 
for shipment during April, May and June, ata 
price equa! to 13h4c here; besides this there 
have been a few jobbing orders at prices rang- 
ing from 1 32}4@1 45c, as to make and quantity. 
High test is rather slow of sale; vaiues how- 
ever continue steady at 1'4@1 30c as to brand 
and quantity, with sales of 60 tons reported 
within the range. Messrs. Robert Crooks & 
Co, in speaking of the Liverpool market under 
date of March 18th, says; “Market well sus- 
tained at the present low range of prices, and 
works are very well supplied with orders, con- 
sidering that their production is now curtailed. 
For one or two kinds of ash 1 1-16d would be 
accepted, but 1 3-32d is demanded generally, up 
to 154d by Kurtz.” 

Caustic soda ash, 48 per cent, is meeting with 
the usual consumptive demand. Buyers as a 
rule, however, are only taking such lots as 
current wants may require, consequently very 
few contracts are reported for future delivery. 
Values continue steady at 127K@I 35c as to 
brand and quantity, with salesof 50 tons re- 
ported within the range. High test is very 
dull; now and then an order comes along for 
some of the ordinary ash, but usually the bulk 
of the orders are for B Malkali. In the ab- 
sence of any activity, the market is nominally 
quoted at 1 25@1 30c as to make and quantity. 

Newcastle soda ash 48 per cent since the re- 
centarrivals have been placed for consump- 
tion. The market has assumed its usual quiet 
tone. There is only a light demand reported 
from the glassmakers as nearly allof them 
have sufficient stock to carry them through 
this fire, and very few care to contract for their 
fall supply until they feel confident there will 
be no trouble with their blowers over the new 
scale of wages proposed by some of the makers. 
Values continue steady at 1 27}4@1 32k«c, as to 
make, quantity and date of shipment, with 
sales of 50 tons on the spot within the range. 
High test remains in the same position as has 
characterized this article for some weeks past. 
The demand being moderate with only light 
arrivals holders are able to maintain values, 
which remain steady at 1 2244@1 25c, as to quan- 
tity, brand and date of shipment. 

Alkali 36 per cent on the spot 1s in light stock 
for which 1 30@1 35c is named while for ship 
ments 1 20@1 25c is quoted as to quantity and 
date of arrival. For B M 48 per cent there has 
been the usual jobbing demand with gales of 
150 tons reported at prices ranging from 130@ 
135cas to quantity. The arrivals of high test 
B M has been quite free during the week, the 
bulk, however, being under contract,very little 
comes on the market for resale. For ship- 
ments over the year there has been a fair de- 
mand resulting in sales of 500 tons at 122K%@ 
1 25c as to quantity and date of delivery. Be- 
sides this there have been sales in a jobbing 
way at prices ranging from 125@130c as to 
quantity, The other high test refined alkalies 
are meeting with the usual jobbing demand at 

1 40@1 50c as to brand, quantity and holder. 

Bleaching powder has arrived quite freely 
during the week, this, however, has had ru 
effect on the market, as the demand has been 
somewhat stimulated by the advance in ocean 
freights which are now quoted at 15s, being an 
advance of 5s per ton. There has been a fair 
trade in progress for spot goods with sales of 

450 casks at prices ranging from 1 524,@i Sic as

to quantity and 175 cks at 1 60@1 65c as to test, 
brand and quantity. 

Caustic soda 60 percent is only wanted ina 
moderate way as the use of this article is daily 
becoming limited. The sales comprise 75 dms 
at 2 6734@254c as to quantity. There has been 
very large arrivals of high test since our last, 
the bulk being 74 per cent, which is fast sup- 
planting 70 per cent, as it is procurable at same 
figure. The bulk of recent arrivals has gone 
into store to wait the opening of the canal for 
shipment to the West. The advance in ocean 
freights has not as yet made any perceptible 
change in values for spot lots, although im- 
porters are not disposed to sell for forward 
shipment at current prices. The sales com- 
prise 450 dms of 70 and 74 per cent, thg bulk be- 
ing of the latter test at prices ranging from 
245@2k¢c as to quantity and holder. Messrs. 
Robert Crooks & Co in their circular say: **Con- 
tinued bad weather is keeping back the usual 
spring demand, and price has given way Is 3d 
on 70 per cent. Sellers are ready to take £8 7s 
tid, but 60 per cent is scarce at £7 7s 6d.” 

Sal soda English is rather quiet now that the 
large arrivals which have come to hand of late 
have all been placed from dock. The sales 
comprise 350 tons at 85@874c, from dock. For 
store parcels they are quoting 90@95c, as to 
quantity. For future shipments there is only 
a light call, as price demanded is above buyers’ 
views, who prefer to take their chances on the 
market when the goods arrive. 

Sal soda American is meeting with the usual 
consumptive demand which has been very 
good since the opening of the week. The sales 
comprise 125 tons at prices ranging from 92@ 
95e f o b less 1% per cent for cash, as to quan- 
tity and style of package. 

Saltcake as is usual at this period of the year 
is very quiet, the low price quoted abroad hav- 
ing no perceptible effect on thedemand. The 
sales comprise 60 tons at 60@62\¢c, as to test and 
quantity. Domestic makers are only offering 
in a limited way, for which 67}44@70c is named 
as to make, quantity and date of delivery.

Sulphate of potash is meeting with 
the usual demand at 1 15@1 25c for spot and 1 10 
@112%c for shipment, as to quantity and 
holder, Late mail advices say: “It has been 
resolved by the pirectors of the Stassfurt pot- 
ash mines to agree to the request of the Kali- 
werke Aschersleben for the supply of their por- 
tion of 6,800 centners of carnallit for the manu- 
facture of chloride of potash as well as 1,360 
centners of carnallit for the preparation of 
sulphuric pcotassic salts daily on the part of 
other works, The increased output of 8,160 
ventners which will fall to five mines will, after 
the deduction of costs, give an increased reve- 
nue Of 2,800 mks daily. Apart from the above 
larger production an increased output has for 
some time been in prospect.” Messrs. Couper, 
McCarnie & Co,in speaking of the London 
market under date of March 15, say: “Bones, 
Ash and Meal—The demand for ash and bones 
has been quiet, most of the manufacturers 
having supplied their requirements from the 
large imports of bone meal and crushed bones 
from Bombay and Calcutta. The present value 
of ash may be taken as £3 14s 0d on 70 per cent, 
and bones at £5 10s 0d per ton. Bone meal has 
been in good demand and sales have been ef- 
fected at from £5 6s 34@£5 10s 0d per ton. Sul- 
phate of ammonia has continued to advance 
and the price to-day is quoted at £11 178 6d@I2 
5s per ton. Fish guano testing from 8 to 10 per 
cent ammonia, and 18 to 20 per cent phosphates 
is quoted at 9s per unit ammonia and 1s per 
unit of phosphates. Ground hoofsand horns— 
Manufacturers have refused an offer of 93s per 
unit for April delivery, their price being now 
986d. Nitrate of soda is unchanged. Li.er- 
pool quotations remain at 1ls@)is8d as in 
quality, and London spot at 1ls3d. Muriate of 
Potash—80 per cent is quoted at £7 15s, kainit 
in bulk at 29s, and kieserit at 16s 6d all fo b 
Hamburg net cash, Stacsfurt weights and 
sampling. The river navigatior remains closed.’» 


Chlorate of potash continues to come freely 
to hand, thus giving at the moment a surplus 
stock.

It is for th’s reason, that the finest and best 
qualities of raw materials are used in making 
this kind of soap. Above all, it is the cocoanut 
oil, which requires special attention. The best, 
whith Cochin cocoanut oil, on account of its 
dazzling whiteness is to be preferred to all 
other varieties, and yet, as experience shows, 
this cocoanut oil does not always give a fine, 
intensely white and clear soap. 

The lye used for white toilet soap must be 
perfectly clear, and should be made with per- 
fectly clear, if possible, distilled water. The 
best brand of caustic soda must also be used. 
The skull brand 74—76 per cent. deserves pre- 
ference. 

Since cocoanut oil—Cochin oil not expected— 
like all neutral fats takes up oxygen from the 
air, it becomes rancid, and forms fatty acids, 
This chemical process has the one advantage, 
that such changed fats are more readily and 
quickly saponified, than those which contain 
little or no fatty acids, but the resulting soaps 
bave a darker appearance. 

This defect must be remedied by preparing 
the cocoanut oil, before saponification. 


The cocoanut oil may be prepared in two 
ways, eitther by washing it with a etrong lye, 
or by boiling it with a dilute lye. 

The former method is to be preferred. For 
this purpose the cocoanut oil is placed into a 
clean, iron kettle and heated by steam, or over 
an open fire to 62 deg. C. and then 3-4 lbe of 30 
deg. caustic soda lye are crutched in for every 
100 Ibs of oil. If the oil is very old 5-6 lbs of the 
lye are used, and the whole is allowed to stand 
for 6-8 hours. Should the oil then appear tur- 
bid 1.5-2 lbs of 20 deg. salt brine previously 
heated to 62-75 deg. C. are crutched in, after 
which the oil will certainly become clear. 

Cocoanut oil prepared in this way is clear as 
water; the free fatty acids have been saponi- 
fled, and settled at the bottom. 

The other manipulation, consists in boiling 
the cocoanut oil with one half its weight of a 
8 deg. lye, for 1 hour, and then clarifylug it 
by the addition of 5 lbs salt for every 100 lbs of 
fat used. 

& The manufacture of the soap itself, is briefly 
as follows: 100 lbs cochin cocoanut oil, prepared 
in the above described manner are warmed 
and saponified with 50 lbs 39 deg. caustic soda 
lye, made from 74-76 per cent. skull brand soda. 
The lye is etirred in, when the oil is heated to 
85 deg. C. After the saponification is complet- 
ed, 6 lbs of 39 deg. carbonate of potash lye are 
added, The soap is perfumed with 10 ozs. oil of 
peppermint. After the soap has become fluid, 
it is tramed and tightly covered.—Seifensieder 
Ztg.

Nitrogenous Fertilizers. 


It is a singular fact that while nitrogen exists 
in the air to the extent of about 79 per cent. of 
the bulk, it isthe most costly of all the ele- 
ments of plant food employed in the manufac- 
ture of commercial fertilizers. 


This is cccounted for on the theory that new 
compounds are formed oniy on the decomposi- 
tion of old ones and we must therefore look to 
organic matter containing nitrogen for our 
supply. Nitrogen enters into the composition 
of plantsin the form of ammonia, which is 
composed of nitrogen and hydrogen in the pro- 
portion of about 14 of the former to about 8 of 
the latter forming a gas weighing a little more 
than half that of atmospheric air, and possess- 
ing & powerful penetrative odor. It is absorbed 
in large quantities by porous substances, such 
as charcoal, plaster, dry earth and by water; 
a given quantity of water will take up as much 
as 670 times its bulk of this gas. This solution 
ofammoniain water is known as spirits of 
hartshorn, and is believed to be the form in 
which it enters into the growth of plants,where 
it is again decomposed and a new compound ig 
formed in the plant. Ammonia also has the 
property of combining with various acids, 
form‘ng salts, which at the ordinary tempera- 
ture of the atmosphere are all solid substances, 
Thug ammonia combines with carbonic acid 
@as to form carbonate of ammonia, with muri- 


atic acid to form muriate of ammonia, and 80 
on. But the manurirl value is not changed by 
any of these forms, as they readily dissolve on 
coming in contact with the water in the soil, 
when the ammonia is again set free and is 
ready to be taken up by the plant.—Savannah 
News.

STAR FIsa, 

Star fish, which are the most destructive pest 
of the oyster beds on our coast, are brought 
ashore in considerable quantity by boats which 
are engaged in removing them by dredges from 
the beds. They have been composted and 
used as manure to some extent. The follow- 
ing analysis was made on star fish, kindly sup- 
pliea by J. and G. H. Smith, 150 Long Wharf.

The analyses indicate that the fresh star fish 
contain about as much phosphoric acid and 
potash and three times as much nitrogen as 
average horse manure. The percentage of wa- 
ter is not very different. Horse manure con- 
tains 10 per cent more of organic matter which 
on some lands has considerab'e value as an 
amendment, while the star fish supply about 12 
per cent of useful carbonate of lime. The or- 
ganic matter of the star fish rapidly decays and 
liquifies and its nitrogen quickly becomes 
available as plant food. The organic matter of 
horse manure is largely vegetable fiber that 
has resisted digestion and recuircs considerable 
time to decay away. The nitroger. of horse 
manure is accordingly much less effective than 
that of the star fish.— Bull. Conn. Ex. Station,
